[Text] Chapter 1 

Ukase of the Presidiurm of the USSR Supreme Soviet 


782. Q introducing changes and additions to the ukase of the Presidium of the 
USSR Supreme Soviet “ increasing the responsibility for hooliganisa.” 


In order to bring the ukase of the Presidium of the USSR Supreme Soviet into cor- 
respondence with legislation of the USSR and union republics on adzinistrative 
infringements of the law, the Presidium of the USSR Supreme Soviet 

decrees: 


Revise and supplement the ukase of the USSR Presidium of the Supreme Soviet of 

26 July 1966 "Mm increasing the responsibility for hooliganism"(Vedomosti Verkhonogo 
Soveta SSSR, 1966, No 30, page 9953 1977, No 7 page 116; 1978, No 16, article 282), 
having approved its new wording.

Ukase of the Presidium of the USSR Supreme Soviet 


Qa increasing the responsibility for hooliganissz 


In a developed socialist society, any antisocial manifestations become more and more 
intolerable, especially hooliganism that causes great harm to society and offends 
the honor and dignity of Soviet citizens. Many grave crimes are committed by 


hooligans. 











The workers of our country justly demand that the hooligans and debauchers be 
held strictly responsible for their actions. Mmch case of hooliganism must be 
prosecuted decisively by state organs and Soviet society. in view of the numer- 
ous wishes and suggestions of citisens and social organizations on the necessity of 
strengthening the fight against hooliganisam, the Presidium of the USSR Supreme 
Soviet decrees: 


I. Responsibility for Minor Hooliganisaz 


1. Minor hooliganisa, i.e., using bad language in public places, insulting citi- 
zens and similar actions that disturb public order and the peace of citizens when 
the nature of such actions does not involve criminal punishment, are punished by 
fines of from ten to fifty rubles or one to two months of corrective labor with 
the withholding of twenty percent of wages, and when the circumstances warrant it, 
taking into account the personality of the culprit that the use of such measures 
is recognised as insufficient, -- an administrative arrest for up to fifteen days. 


2. A minor case of hooliganisa is reviewed within twenty-four hours by the chief 
of the organ for internal affairs who either imposes a fine in the sum specified 
in clause 1 of the present ukase, or directs the case to the rayon (city) peo- 
ple’s court with the simultaneous delivery there of the prisoner. 


The people's judge reviews the minor hooliganism case within twenty-four hours of 
its arrival in the presence of the hooligan and summons witnesses,if necessary. 


Having established the fact that minor hooliganism was committed, the people's 
judge imposes one of the measures of administrative penalties specified in clause 
1 of this ukase. 


3. The decision of the chief of the internal affairs organ on the imposition of 
a fine may be appealed during ten days by the person who was fined, as well as by 
the victia,to a higher organ (higher official) or to the rayon (city) people's 
court whose decision is final. Presenting a complaint halts the execution of the 
decision until the complaint is reviewed. 


The decision of the people's judge on the imposition of the adainistrative penalty 
is final; it cannot be appealed and is executed immediately. 


4. The chief of the internal affairs organ or the people's judge my, taking into 
account the personality of the culprit and the nature of his misdemeanor, instead 
of handling the matter in the court, direct the materials to a court of his peers, 
a social organisation or a labor collective for consideration. information on 
the measures taken against the accused must be given by the adainistration and 
social organisations to the chief of the internal affairs organ or the people's 


judge within ten days. 


The chief of the internal affairs organ or the people's judge who imposed the 
administrative penalty should, in all cases, notify the administration or the 
social organisation where the culprit worked, studied or lived about the action 
taken. 











5. Persons subjected to administrative arrest for minor hooliganism, are held 
under guard at places designated by internal affairs organs. The cost of food and 
maintemance are exacted from the arrested persons; correspondence, receipt of 
Ressages and parcels, purchase of food are forbidden; while under arrest wages at 
the place of employment are not paid. 


The arrested persons may be used to work without pay cleaning streets, yards, 
public places and other physical work. The organisation of labor utilization of 
persons arrested for minor hooliganisa is placed on the committees of local Soviets 
of people's deputies. 


6. Cases of infringement of administrative law, specified by this ukase may, 
along with the chief of the internal affairs organ, also be considered by the 
deputy chief of the internal affairs organ. 


?. Persons punished for ai-or hooliganism my, by corrective labor, work off the 
penalty,according to the decision of the people's judge,at their place of employ- 
ment. 


In case the culprit does not complete the penalty according to the decision of the 
people's judge, the uncompleted part of the corrective work may be replaced by a 
fine of ten to fifty rubles or an administrative arrest on the basie of three days 
of corrective labor for every day of confinement, but not for more than fifteen 


days. 


8. Sixteen-year-olds who commit a misdemeanor may be held administratively re- 
sponsible for minor hooliganisa. 


The chief of the internal affairs organ or the people's judge, reviewing cases of 
minor hooliganisa of sixteen- to eighteen-year-olds, taking into account their 
personalities and the nature of the misdemeanor, may, instead of holding them ad- 
ministratively responsible, transfer the case to a rayon (city) commission on 
dealing with ainors for consideration. 


II. Criminal Responsibility for Yooliganisa 


9. Hooliganisa, i.e., premeditated actions, grossly infringing on the social order 
and expressing obvious disrespect to society is punishable by loss of freedom for 
up to one year, or corrective labor for the same length of time, or by a fine of 
thirty to fifty rubles. 


Vicious hooliganisa, i.e., the same acts but differing in their exceptional cyni- 
cism or special insolence, or involving resistance to constituted nuthority or 
representatives of the public whose duties are the preservation of social order, 
or other citigsens trying to stop hooligan acts, as well as those committed by 
persons with previous offenses is punishable by a jail term from one to five years. 


The actions specified in the first or second parts of tliis clause, if they were 
committed while using or attempting to use guns, knives or other lethal weapons, 
as well as other objects adapted to inflicting bodily injury are punishable by 

Sie of freedom from three to seven years. 














10. For crimes, specified in the first part of article9 of this ukase, the 
militia and other investigation organs should, no later than five days, establish 
the circumstances of he crime committed and the lawbreaker, and prepare a protocol 
which, after the sanctioning of it by the prosecutor, will be the basis for its 
consideration in court. Such cases should be considered at a court session no 
later than five days after they are received by the court. 





Fur cases specified in the second part of article9 of this ukase, an investigation 
should be made which must be completed no later than twenty days from the day the 
crime was committed. 


For cases of crimes specified in the third part of article9 of this ukase, as well 
as cases of hooliganism by minors, a preliminary investigation should be made 
which must be completed not later than a month from the day the crime was cor- 
mitted. 


Cases of hooliganism on which it is mandatory to hold inquests or preliminary in- 
vestigations, should be considered at a court session not later than a ten-day 
period from the moment they are received at the court. 


iil. Other Punishments for Disturbing Public Order 


11. Appearing drunk on streets and other public places that insults human dignity 
and public morality is punishable by a fine of three to ten rubles imposed by 
the chief of internal affairs organ. 


In the case of youngsters under sixteen years who appear drunk, the fine is imposed 
on parents or guardians. 


12. Committing a crime when drunk is a circumstance which aggravates the respon- 
sibility. 


Depending upon the nature of the crime, the court has the right to disregard the 
circumstances. 


13. In cases of minor hooliganisrj or hooliganism specified in the first part of 
article9 of this decree, committed by youths fourteen to sixteen years old, par- 
ents or guardians may be fined ten to thirty rubles imposed by the chief of the 
internal affairs organ or his deputy. 


In cases where the sixteen- to eighteen-year-olds who have committed minor hooli- 
ganisms have no independent means. the fine is exacted from parents or guardians. 


14. People who systematically infringe on public order may be called into the inter- 
nal affairs organ for registration and official warning on the inadaissibility 

of antisocial behavior. In cases of refusal to appear, such people may be forced 

to come to the internal affairs organ. Similar measures my be applied to people 
administratively responsible, as well as to people for whom the courts have deter- 
mined a punishment not involving loss of freedon. 








15. Actions of citisens directed toward stopping criminal attempts and detaining 
the criminal are legal according to the laws of the USSR and the union republics 
and do not carry criminal or other responsibility, even if these actions make it 
necessary to do harm to the criminal. If a person suffers bodily hara in 

his hooligan or other criminal actions, he pays for his medical treatment himself. 


16. Persons subjected to administrative penalties or criminal punishment for hooli- 
ganism are penalized for the material damage caused by their actions. 


17. Persons who admit to hooligan actions, along with being held administratively 
and criminally responsible, may, by administrations of enterprises, establishemts 
and organisations, in agreement with factory, plant and local committees of trade 
unions be deprived fully or partially of the bonuses for production as well as 
favorable passes to rest homes and sanatoria; they may lose their turn to obtain 
housing.

Decree of the Presidium of the USSR Supreme Soviet 


Qn the order of application of the ukase of the Presidium of the USSR Supreme 
Soviet “Mm increasing the responsibility for hooliganisa” 


The Presidium of the USSR Supreme Soviet decrees: 


1. Make clear that runishment by arrest, corrective labor or fines for minor 
hooliganism is an adm.aistrative measure of punishment which does not go on the 
record, is not a basis for dismissal from work and does not interrupt the length 
of the work service record. 








In accordance with article 19 of the basic laws of the and union republics, 
arrest for minor hooliganism cannot be applied to pregnant women, women who have 
children undor the age of twelve, to people under eighteen years and to invalids 
of the first and second groups. 


2. The decision of the people's judge or chief of the internal affairs organ on 
applying administrative punishment, may be rescinded or changed in accordance with 
the protest of the prosecutor by the people's judge himself, or by the chief of 
the internal affairs organ. as well as independently of a prosecutor's protest by 
the chairman of a higher court or a chief of a higher rank internal affairs organ. 


A prosecutor's protest stops the execution of a decision until the consideration 
of the protest. 


3. Persons detained for ainor hooliganism are held until consideration of the case 
by the people's judge or the chief of internal affairs organ. The time of admin- 
istrative detention is included in the time of aduinistrative arrest set by the 


people's judge. 


4. In cases where the people's judge establishes that actions of persons accused 
of minor hooliganism have evidence of criminal action, specified in article 9 of 
the decree of the Presidium of the USSK Supreme Soviet “Cm increasing the re- 
sponsibility for hooliganism,” he directs the evidence to investigating or pre- 


liminary inquiry organs. 


5. Persons to whom administrative punishment for minor hooliganism was applied are 
registered in the internal affairs organs. Registration rules are established by 
the USSR Ministry of Internal Affairs. When necessary, those arrested are photo- 
graphed and fingerprinted. 


6. Persons arrested for ainor hooliganiss are isolated from other categories of 
persons held under guard. 


Before being placed in the chamber, the arrested persons are search’. Bedding 
is not issued to arrested persons. Smoking is not permitted during the arrest. 
The accused are fed daily in accordance with the norm set for convicts held in 
prisons in the general mode. According to this nora, hot food is served every 
other day; om the day that the convict is deprived of hot food, he receives only 
bread, sait and hot water according to the nora. 


Convicts assigned work and doing conscientious work are provided with hot meals 
every day according to the set nora. 


The cost of maintenance and food of the convicts are set at one ruble and is exacted 
without question. 


7. The decision of the people's judge on corrective work is to be executed no later 
than the day after it was made. 


When deciding the question of imposing a fine, specified by the first part of 


article13 of the ukase of the Presidiurm of the USSR Supreme Soviet " increasing 
the responsibility for hooliganisa,” the material situation of the parents or 


guardians of minors should be taken into account. 














8. Persons fined must pay the fines not later than fifteen days after the de- 
cision on the fine imposed is handed down, while if this decision is appealed -- 
not later than fifteen days after the day of notification that the appeal was 
denied. 


In cases where the fine is not paid on time, it is collected through the accounting 
department of the enterprise, establishment or organization where the culprit is 


employed. 


9. When a person who committed a crime specified by the first part of article 9 of 
the decree of the Presidium of the Supreme Soviet " increasing the respon- 
sibility for hooliganisa,” is held, militia or other investigative organs must 
prepare a report in which the circumstances of the case and data on the culprit 
are given. The report must include the explanations of the accused, the victiz 
and eyewitnesses, the presence or absence of a previous record of the accused, his 
reputation at his plece of work or study and other evidence of importance in the 
consideration of the case. 


Finding that the evidence on the crime committed is sufficient to hold the accused 
for criminal responsibility, the chief of the investigation organ approves the 
report. All the evidence in the report is shown to the accused for famiiiarization 
and a note to this effect is made in the report. The report and the other evidence 
are sent to the court with the approval of the prosecutor. 


In cases where it is impossible to clarify the essential circumstances of the case 
in five days, the chief of the investigative organ initiates a criminal case, or- 
ders further full investigation which must be completed by the investigative organs 
not later than twenty days from the day the case was initiated. 


10. Cases about crime specified by the first part of article9 of the ukase by 
the Presidium of the USSR Supreme Soviet “(m increasing the responsibility for 
hooliganism,” are considered in a court session with a judge and two people's as- 
sessors in accordance with criminal processes of laws of union republics. 


In considering such cases the people's court has the right to return the evidence 
for further investigations when it is necessary to clarify essential additional cir- 
cumstances that cannot be established in the court session. In such cases, the 
investigations must be completed by the investigative organs no later than twenty 
days after the day the case is returned. 


11. Investigations of criminal cases specified by the second part of article 9of 
the ukase by the Presidium of the USSR Supreme Soviet “Mm increasing the responsi- 
bility for hooliganism,” are made by detectives of the internal affairs organs. 


12. Persons who committed crimes specified by article9 of the ukase by the Pre- 
sidium of the USSR Supreme Soviet “Mm increasing the responsibility for hooliganisa,” 
are detained by internal affairs organs and are held under guard in the order de- 
termined by the corresponding norms of the criainal process codes of the union 
republics. 








13. Those convicted of hooliganism which causes bodily harm to citizens, involving 
a temporary loss of a caps<ity to work, aside from money to compensate for the 
damage, may also be reguired to pay the claims of trade union organizations and 
social insursncs orgass for allowances paid to the victims of hooliganisaj acts for 
their temporary inability to work. 


14. The order of bringing in, registering and officially warning culprits 
in the internal affairs organs is determined by the USSR Ministry of Internal 
Affairs.

[Moscow State University] imeni Lomonosov A. A. Logunov, chief 
producer at the Theater imeni Yermolova V. A. Andreyev, chief 
scientific secretary of the Presidium of the AN [Academy of 
Sciences] USSR G. K. Skryabin, and First Secretary of the MCK 
of the Kansomol A. G. Bortsov. 


The plenum adopted a detailed decree on the subject discussed. 


Taking part in the work of the plenum were sector chief of the 
CPSU Central Committee Division of Propaganda N. S. Chernykh, 
Secretary of the MK of the CPSU V. M. Borisenkov, chairman of 
the board of the Moscow organization of the Znaniye society and 
Minister of Education RSFSR M. A. Prokof‘yev, and instructor in 
the Division of Party Organizational Work of the CPSU Central 
Committee I. M. Golovkov. 








Today's plenum of the party gorkom, said V. V. Grishin in his report, was con- 

vened to discuss the tasks of the Moscow city party organization with respect to

the directives and recommendations of L. I. Brezhnev. 


In the struggle for communism the Communist Party has always regarded as its most 
; important task the development in the workers of a Marxist-Leninist world outlook 
/ and active and vital policy positions and the inculcation of high ideals. It 
is the success of the ideological and political education which to an ever greater 
degree determines the progress of the country's economic, social, political and 
cultural development.

The need to improve communist education is all the more important today when we are 
concerned with implementation of the historic designs of the 26th CPSU Congress. It 
is particularly important because at the center of the efforts of the party is 
concern for the Soviet individual and his interests, needs and requirements. In- 
creased attention to ideological work fully serves the requirements of this party 
line and is an integral part of it. To attain in this work the level of the re- 
quirements spelled out by the party congress is the crucial task of all the party 
organizations. 


For implementation of the congress decisions in the field of education the ground- 
work has been prepared by the vast experience acquired in recent years. In the work 
of improvement of communist education an important role was played by the decisions 
of the 24th and 25th Party Congresses and a number of the subsequent decrees of the 
CPSU Central Committee. 


' The speeches of Comrade L. I. Brezhnev, the two-volume edition of his works, 
“Aktual'nyye Voprosy Ideologicheskoy Raboty KPSS [The Urgent Problems of the 
Ideological Work of the CPSU]" and the books "Malaya Zemlya [The Small Land],"

The 26th Party Congress made a profound and critical analysis of the problems of 
ideological and political education work. There was further development of the 
fundamental positions pertaining to the need for a qualitative improvement of com- 
munist education in the context of a developed socialism. As noted in the CPSU 

CC eccountability revort, these requirements stem from the change in the 
historical circumstances of the development of society, the stepped-up level of the 
culture and education of the Soviet people and their spiritual demands, and the ex- 
pansion of the arsenal of our propaganda means. On the opposing side is the signifi- 
cant intensification of the activity of the destructive propaganda centers of in- 
perialisn.

“Are we giving proper consideration to all these new manifestations and circum- 
Stances? Are we fully exploiting the enormous pote tial of our propaganda? To 
this question, according to Comrade L. I. Brezhnev's statement at the congress, 
there can be only one answer: No we are not, not in full measure. The party 
central committee defined the tasks of improving the ideological and political edu- 
cation work. They were delineated in the CPSU Central Committee decree of 

26 April 1979. This is a document of long-term action. Im essence it entails 

a restructuring of many of the sectors of the ideological works." 


As was noted at the congress, the success of the people's ideological and moral 
education is achieved when it rests on a firm foundation of socioeconomic policy. 


The Moscow municipal party organization and the workers of the capital are faced 
with the task of providing in the llth Five-Year Plan for the further development 
of the multisector economic system of the city. The strenuous production program 
and the starting up of the production of new products will be carried out in the 
context of a difficult demographic situation--a decline in the flow of workers to 
production. In these circumstances the requirements for the work with people and 
for the ideological work are increasing to an even greater degree. 


A powerful means of education of the people is found in the labor for the people's 
welfare, in socialist competition, and in the movement for a communist attitude 
toward labor. These influences not only further the mobilization of the workers 
for the fulfillment and overfulfillment of the planned assignments and step up the 
effectiveness and quality of the work but also have an enormous impact on the con- 
sciousness of the people and on the development of communist characteristics and 

' qualities in them. 


In Moscow socialist competition embraced 4.8 million persons or nearly 95 percent 
of all the workers. Millions of workers are participating in the movement for a 
communist attitude toward labor. Following the 26th CPSU Congress, competition 
gained further development. 


At the same time, in the organization of competition we have many deficiencies which 
lead not only to economic losses but also to moral costs, formalism in the prepar- 
ation and assumption of socialist obligations, violation of the regulations in com- 
piling the results of the competition, lack of publicity for them, and diminishing 
of the role of moral incentive--all this is detrimental to the work of labor edu- 
cation. 


The party raykoms and the primary party organizations must more fully exploit the 
educational potential of socialist competition and they must promptly and ex- 
tensively apprise the workers of the progress of the competition and the identities 
of the advanced and the lagging participants. In compiling the results of the com- 
petition te must not fail to take into account not only the production indicators 
but also the status of the educational work. 


It should be emphasized that for all the categories of ideological aktiv, as it is 
for all the economic personnel and all the means of propaganda and agitation, there 
is now no more important and crucial task than that of exploiting all the potential- 
ities for increasing the Moscow workers’ contribution to the strengthening of the 
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country’s economic might, the acceleration of scientific-technical progress, the 
practice of economy of material and energy resources, and the maximizing of the ef- 
fectiveness and quality of all the work. 


This approach is a necessary condition for successful accomplishment of the tasks 
which the party has assigned to the economic system of the capital in the llth 
Five-Year Plan. Among these the key task is that of putting all the sectors of 

the city's national economy on the intensive path of development. And this re- 
quires persistent and consistent work to revise our current ideas whenever the 
quantitative indicators have become predominant to the detriment of the problems 

of stepping up effectiveness and quality. Im the implementation of this change an 
important role is assigned to the entire system of public education, including econ- 
omic education. 


It can be stated with satisfaction that on the basis of a profound study of the 
prevailing economics and with the direct participation of the agitation and propa- 
ganda aktiv, the capital has recently seen the launching of many new undertakings 
which serve the essential objective of the requirement formulated by Comrade L. I. 
Brezhnev--the economic system must be economical. 


Of paramount importance is the CPSU Central Committee-approved initiative exercised 
by the advanced enterprises of Moscow for the introduction of new equipment and 
technology for the purpose of economizing on expenditures of labor, raw materials, 
materials, fuel and electric power, and increasing on this basis the production of 
superior-quality output; also, equipment and technology for the use of secondary 
fuel and energy resources. 


All our experience, V. V. Grishin went on to say, confirms the fact that effective- 
ness of education is considerably greater where there is no gap between word and 
deed and where there has been achieved a unity of organizational, economic and edu- 
cational work.

The 
lectures and classes in the system of political and economic education and the talks 
of the propaganda and political information specialists do not deal with the prob- 
lems of the labor and life of the collectives. 


And if production is still poorly organized and concern for the conditions of the 
labor and life of the workers is lacking, then one need not be surprised that in 
such enterprises the labor discipline is poor, the labor turnover rate is high, the 
people are lethargic, and the handling of any production matter becomes a difficult 
problem. 


The party organizations must carry out concrete measures to improve the labor edu- 
cation and explanatory work in the collectives in respect to the humanist and pro- 
foundly national economic party policy, the beginning and end point of which is, as 
the congress indicated, concrete concern for the specific individual. 











In the ideological work we need consistent explanations to make it clear that the 
national welfare is primarily dependent on the results of the labor of each and 
every worker and that the individual's attitude toward labor determines his posi- 
tion and prestige in society. It is also necessary to publicize not only the right 
to labor and to choose a vocation but also the obligation to perform labor with 
honesty and discipline. It is important to encourage the conscientious workers and 
not to allow the idlers and the incompetents any loopholes for a prosperous life de- 
spite poor work. 


We need to carry on a more persistent struggle for labor and state discipline, for 
increased responsibility for the assigned work, and for economy and a prudent atti- 
tude with respect to socialist property and in opposition to wastefulness. 


It is desirable in this connection to devote more attention to one of the most im- 
portant and effective educational links in the labor collectives--the brigade. 


At the present time the brigades in Moscow industry join together 42 percent of the 
workers. In the near future the brigade form of labor organization and incentive 
should become the basic form in production. An appropriate resolution of the CPSU 
Central Committee and the government is aimed in this direction. 


The party organizations must view the production brigade not only as an economic 
administrative cell but also as the basic link of the political education activity 
in the workers’ collectives. It is the brigade and the other lower collectives 
that should develop the agitation and propaganda work in every possible way and 
should be the instrument for influencing the morale and consciousness of the people 
and shaping their posture in life. Closer attention must be given to the training 
of production foremen and brigade leaders. : 


The economic managers must personally participate in the political work among the 
masses and must make administrative decisions with the educational consequences in 
mind. In evaluating the work of the supervisors and the administrative personnel 
consideration must be given not only to the indicators of fulfillment of the pro- 
duction plans but also to the level of discipline, the moral and psychological 
elimate in the collective, and what is being done to improve the conditions of the 
life and labor of the people. 


The very first duty of every party organization is to step up the role of the labor 
collectives in the day-to-day struggle for implementation of the historic decisions 
of the 26th CPSU Congress. 


The efforts of the agitation and propaganda aktiv must be concentrated on the task 
of inculcating in every individual a distinct awareness of the social meaningful- 

ness of his personal participation in the fulfillment of the national economic as- 
signments. 


The core of the work of indoctrinating the Soviet people with ideological convictions 
was and is the development in them of a scientific world outlook and a selfless 
dedication to the party cause and the communist ideals. 


In recent years the party organizations of the capital have done a great deal along 
these lines. At the congress Comrade L. I. Brezhnev emphasized the fact that in a 
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number of Moscow's production collectives there are examples of creative organiza- 
, tion of party studies. The totality of these forms engages the attention of 91.5 


/ percent of the communists. Altogether, 4.7 million Muscovites, 


or 92.3 percent of the total number of workers, are served 
by the political and economic education. This is truly & mass movement, in which 


a definite system has been evolved. And whenever the party organization systemat- 
ically and skillfully look after the ideological indoctrination of the communists 
and the brogd workers’ masses, those are the places where the social and economic 
problems are more successfully resolved. 


On the basis of the aims established by the 26th Congress, the CPSU Central Commit- 
tee recently adopted a decree concerning "Further Improvement of the Party Studies 
in Light of the Decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress." The decree states that the 
party studies do not yet fully serve the requirements of life and the new tasks of 
communist construction and they are not adequately coordinated with the work of re- 
solving the urgent social and political problems. Not completely eliminated are the 
manifestations of formalism and dogmatism. Inadequate consideration is being given 
to the higher general education and political level of the communists, their en- 
lightened state, their spiritual demands, and their vocational interests. The CPSU 
Central Committee maps out the paths for improvement of the party studies, including 
a revision of their structure. 


The bureau of the MGK of the CPSU adopted a decree which defined the tasks of the 
city party organization in respect to further improvement of the party studies and 
approved the gorkom plan of measures in line with the CPSU Central Committee decree 
on this subject. The party organizations of Moscow, guided by the objectives 
established by the CPSU Congress, the decree of the CPSU Central Committee, and the 
directives of Comzade L. I. Brezhnev, are required to prepare and implement specific 
measures for further improvement of the party studies and enhancement of their 
quality and effectiveness. 


It is also necessary to see to it that in his practical work every communist is 
specifically required to fulfill one of the basic regulation-prescribed party re- 
quirements--to constantly escalate the communists’ ideological level. It is desir- 
able that every communist have a personal plan for theoretical growth. 


Theoretical advanced traiuing of all the categories of personnel, and particularly 
of the ideological personnel, requires a fuller use of the potential of the Univer- 
sity of Marxism-Leninism of the MGK of the CPSU. 


Before the beginning of the new academic year in the system of party studies the 
perty committees and bureaus must talk with all the communists and determine 
specifically in what form of studies each of them will take part; they must take 
into account their interests and wishes. 


In addition to the system of party studies, various forms of political and economic 
education in the city involve more than 3 million persons. The party raykoms and 
the party organizations must see to it that in content, organization, and methods of 
administration the workers' classes in these institutions approximate the studies of 
the communists. 
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The MGSPS [Moscow City Council of Trade Unions], the city trade-union committees, 
and the party organizations must step up the responsibility of the trade-union 
organizations and the economic managers for the organization and quality of the 
workers’ economic education and the work of the communist labor schools. The MGK 
of the Komsomol must provide for further improvement of the system of political 
instruction of Komsomol members and young people and Marxist-Leninist education of 
_Komsomol and Young Pioneer workers. In every possible way the Moscow city organ- 
- ization of the Znaniye society must support and develop the interest of the non- 
party people in the study of Marxism-Leninism in its mass propaganda forms. We 
must expand the network and improve tne work of the national universities, the 
lecture bureaus, and the oral journals. 


To increase the effectiveness of the political and economic education it is neces- 
sary to make better use of the political education offices, the information and 
propaganda centers, the methods soviets, the base propaganda schools. and the tech- 
nical propaganda facilities. 


It is necessary to intensify the attention to the s2lection, training and orienta- 
tion of the propaganda personnel and to increase their responsibility and prestige. 


The task of the party raykoms and the party committees and bureaus is to improve the 
work of the propagandists so as to make them politically mature and ideologically 
oriented people. It is essential that they feel that they function as a support for 
the party committee in the fulfillment of the economic, social and educational tasks. 
It is necessary to achieve more widespread development of the “Propagandist for the 
Five-Year Plan" movement and to gear this movement for solution of the problems con- 
nected with the growth of effectiveness and quality and to position the economic 
system on the path of intensive development. 


It is desirable to plan the screening and training of propagandists so that by the 
end of this five-year plan they will usually not only have a higher education but 
also will have gone through the appropriate training in the University of Marxism- 
Leninism and the specialized courses. 


At this time in the system of political and economic education they are compiling 

the results for the 1980/81 academic year. The party organizations must carefully 
analyze the results in the studies pursued by the communists and the nonparty person- 
nel and they must review the results for the academic year in the party meetings and 
the party committee and bureau sessions. It is necessary, in keeping with the CPSU 
Central Committee decree on party studies, to plan measures for preparation for the 
new academic year. 


All the work for improvement of the Marxist-Leninist studies should be conducted on 
the basis of the premise that they are a necessary condition for further escalation 
of the leading role of the CPSU, growth of the militancy of the party organizations, 
and strengthening of the ideological and political unity of the Soviet people and 
their solidarity in rallying around the party. 


The scientists and social scientists are faced with great tasks in the realm of 
creative development of Marxist-Leninist theory. After evaluating their contri- 
bution to the development of the social sciences, the party congress noted that it 
is by no means always a source of satisfaction. In a number of cases the study 
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of the new phenomena of life is lagging and we have not overcome the tendency to- 
ward scholasticisn. 


The task of the party organizations of the capital's scientific institutions of e 
social character is to see to it that the collectives of scientists devote more 
thorough study to the work of communist education in Moscow, that they participate 
more actively in the social and political life of the city, and that they help to 
find and introduce new forms of ideological work among the masses. 


Our party has always structured and is continuing to structure the work of communist 
education in indissoluble coherence with the struggle against bourgeois ideology. 

The need for the organic unity of these two aspects of the party's ideological ac- 
tivity is especially apparent under the circumstances when imperialist reaction has 
developed and is intensifying true “psychological warfare" against us. Today 

special urgency attaches to V. I. Lenin's thesis that the bourgeoisie has been driven 
to a raging fury in its attempt to bring the mcrch of history to a halt. 


One of the indispensable conditions for the effectiveness of the workers’ communist 
education is widespread publicity for the foreign policy activity of the CPSU. All 
the means of ideological work must be employed to keep the broad masses informed 
about the principal aim of this policy: to do everything possible to relieve the 
people of the threat of nuclear war, to maintain peace on earth, and to obtain for 
the Soviet people internal conditions which are conducive to productive labor. 


It will soon be 40 years since the beginning of Hitler's treacherous aggression 
against our country. The Soviet people see in this tragic date a reason to again 
raise their voice in defense of peace and a reminder of the need to reinforce the 
economic and defense might of our socialist motherland. 


The task of the party organizations is to constantly address themselves to the 
patriotic and international education of the workers and to the task of inspiring 
our young people with a belief in the revolutionary, combat and labor traditions of 
the Soviet people. 


In the educational work it is necessary to employ every means to strengthen and de- 
velop the friendly and cooperative relations with the socialist nations and to de- 
cisively repulse any manifestations of chauvinism or nationalism. In this regard, 
great potentialtties are opened up for us by an approaching significant date--the 
60th anniversary of the formation of the USSR. In the ideological work it is neces- 
sary to always proceed from the premise that Moscow is the capital of a unified 
multinational state and a city of internationalists where the representatives of 
more than 100 nationalities and ethnic groups reside. 


It is necessary to intensify ell the forms of international work, especially the 
links with the labor collectives of the countries of socialist concord, links which 
are supported by many Moscow organizations. “The CPSU raykoms and the party or- 
ganizations must obtain a further increase of the effectiveness of the international 
contacts and they must use them more actively for the patriotic and international 
education of the Muscovites, for acquainting foreigners with the his*oric decisions 
of the 26th CPSU Congress, and for familiarizing them with the notable successes of 
the Soviet people and laboring Moscow in communist construction. 
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In continuing, the reporting speaker dealt with the subject of atheist education in 
the present day. 


The 26th CPSU Congress put forward the task of making a fundamental improvement in 
the mass political work. One of the directions of this work is the establishment 
of a broad and ramified system of political agitation and information, which will 
enable the masses on a constant and operational basis to acquire a knowledge of 
party policy, the international situation, and the life of the country, the city, 
the rayon and the specific labor collective. 


In Moscow the people have acquired a great deal of experience in mass agitation work. 
At the same time, our mass political work among the workers in production ovarticular- 
ly at their place of residence, is mot adequately systematized and does ; cover a 
substantial proportion of the Muscovites. At times it lags behind in operational 
efficiency, does not arouse the interest of the listeners, and does not conform to 
the requirements of the time and needs of the workers. 


The party raykoms and the primary party organizations must take measures to improve 
the work of the arcitation collectives and the political information groups; it must 
strengthen their mutual relations and reinforce them from an ideological stand- 
point. 


There is a great deal of interest in the oral political agitation. Today the 
people expect from the party, administrative and ideological personnel frank and 
direct discourse on all the problems of economic, cultural and social life. This 
becomes evident if we take as an example a single political day which has fully 
proved itself as a form of participation of the managerial personnel in the agita- 
tion and propaganda work. It is necessary also to further develop and enrich this 
work in every possible way. 


The party organizations engaged in the mass political work must take careful ac- 
count of the requirements of the various categories of workers and population. The 
agitation, in the words of V. I. Lenin, must be "a highly individualized endeavor." 


The activity of the agitation and information personnel must aim for the active 
participation of every worker in the movement for increased labor productivity, im- 
provement of output quality, and economy of materials, raw materials and energy re- 
sources. For these purposes more active use must be made of the means of visual 
agitation. The agitation must be a special kind of "disturber of the peace” in the 
work sectors where stagnant thinking and passiveness have come into being. 


Political work in the masses rust not be limited to the plant, factory, institute 
and educational institution. It must also be actively conducted and spread in every 
possible way among the residences of the population. 


There have been definite successes in this regard. More and more have we seen 
evidence of the worth of the information meetings of the party, soviet and economic 
executives with the population, the general meetings of the communist residents, 
etc. 


At the same time, the work at the place of residence frequently suffers from formal- 
ism and it is often regarded as a matter of minor importance. The party and trade- 
union ciganizations of the labor collectives and their administrative executives 
must truly address themselves to the task of improving the mass political education 
at the places of residence. For this work they must more actively recruit in 
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the population communists who live in the microrayons and they must bolster the ac- 
tivity of the organs of housing self-governments. 


It is essential to intensify the work of the agitation collectives, to strengthen 
their make-u>, and to specialize the agitation persornel with respect to the di- 
rections of their activity. They must be oriented for a differentiated approach 
to the various population categories on the basis of a careful study of this popu- 
lation and a compilation of the social documents of the microrayons and a record 
of the requirements, interests and suggestions of the people. We must make more 
effective use of the agitation points and the voters" clubs. 


The ispolkoms of the city and cayon soviets must devote greater attention and more 
persistent effort to the task of strengthening the physical base for the mass 
agitation work among the population. 


Special attention should be given to improvement of the educational work in the 
dormitory facilities of the city, where hundreds of thousands of persons reside. 
The party, trade-union and Komsomol organizations and the economic managers must 
address this crucial sector of the work more objectively; it has great importance 
both fos production and for the education of the people, particularly the young 


peoples. 


Further improvement requires propaganda by the lecture method of instruction. The 
primary party organizations must intensify their attention to the lecture work, more 
assiduously introduce long-range planning of this work, improve the selection of 
personnel and their training, carry out regular reviewing of the lectures, and focus 
the material of the lecture propaganda on the most vital questions of domestic and 
international life and on the struggle for enhanced production efficiency and work 
quality and the strengthening ot discipline and organizational effectiveness. 


Playing a crucial robe in the education of the Soviet people are the means of mass 
information and propaganda. The party organization of the capital makes use of 
varied media of mass information and propaganda. The readership criculation of the 
Moscow city newspaper exceeds 1.3 million copies. In practically every Moscow 
family there is a radio and a television set. In the labor collectives there are 
182 large-circulation newspapers, 128 editorial offices for local radio broadcast- 
ing, and more than 50,000 wall newspapers. 


The success of the practical solution of the production problems, the dissemination 
of the worthwhile experience, and the elimination of deficiencies--these are the 
measures which largely determine how effectively the party committees use these 
powerful weapons and how they are able to organize and direct the creative powers 
of the journalists and the labor correspondents. 


In recent years there has been increased at ention devoted by the primary party or- 
ganizations to the moral education of the \.uacovites. This has been manifested in 
the work of introducing in the labor collectives the moral principles which govern 
a resident of a model communist city. 


However, not all the party organizations are addressing this matter systematically 
and persistently. It is necessary to take decisive measures to overcome this 
passive attitude and to see to it that the labor collectives firmly establish an 
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atmosphere of implacable struggle against violations of public law and order, pilfer- 
ing of national goods, unauthorized absences, drunkenness, manifestatione of politi- 
cal apathy, lack of discipline, laxity and selfishness. It is important that the 
individual, wherever he may be, should feel a sense of responsibility to society 

and the collective for his actions and that he place a high value on his honor and 
his self-respect. The communists must set an example in this regard. 


At the 26th CPSU Congress there was emphasized the importance of the development in 
each Soviet individual of reasonable requirements and tne ability to make these con- 
sistent with his labor contribution. It is precisely this that touches upon and 
brings together the tasks of labor and moral education, the problems of socialist 
distribution, moral and material incentives, and fair appraisal of the labor of every 
individual. The successful accomplishment of these tasks results from the closing 
off of ali avenues of nonlabor enrichment and from strict enforcement of the laws.

The CPSU Central Committee and the ‘USSR Council of Ministers ‘have worked out a com- 
plex of measures designed for strengthening the family. Fulfillment of these 
measures requires stepping up the work of the party and soviet organs, the Komsomol 
organizations, and the economic managers. 


As the 26th Congress jinocicated, we still have the serious social problem of drunken- 
ness, which inflicts substantial losses on society, the family and production. The 
party has urged ali the labor collectives and all the communists to devote their ef- 
forts to the task of combatting these ugly manifestations. 


The party organizations, the agitation and propaganda aktiv, the mass information 
and propaganda media, the pedegogical collectives of the educational institutions, 
the cultural establishments, the practitioners of literature and art, end the medi- 
cal workers must intensify their antialcoholism propaganda and do this on a differ- 
entiated basis. 


In the educational work with the people we must not underestimate the importance of 
the correct organization of their leisure and intelligent use of their free time. 
To a significant degree this determines the yield from labor, the morale of the in- 
dividuals and the situation in the family, the collective and our city as a whole. 


The reporting speaker went on to say that we cannot be satisfied with the way things 
stand with the physical education of a considerable portion of the population. 


We need to drastically improve the work of developing physical culture and athletics 
and to use the existing physical base more fully. It is essential to establish more 
general-purpose athletic fields in the residential microrayons. We must be more 
active and more persistent in developing the mass physical culture movement for the 
voluntary athletic societies, the gorkoms of the sector trade unions, and the Kon- 
somol organizations. 


At the 26th Party Congress particularly great emphasis was placed on the need to 
improve the education of the rising generation. How this generation grows and takes 
shape will ultimately determine the future of society and “the future of the revolu- 
tion,” as V. I. Lenin expressed it. 
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The concern for the training of a worthy contingent constitutes the most important 
task of the party organizations. We must step up the responsibility of the com- 
mumists for the work with the young people. The communists have always served, 
serve today, and will continue to serve as a model and an example for the young 
generation. And the party organizations must be especially exacting in respect to 
this party responsibility of every ccammunist. 


The most valuable property of the communists is their vast political, labor and moral 
experience and their unshakeable belief in the righteousness of the Marxist-Leninist 
doctrine. "And all this wealth must be transmitted to the young people,” said Com- 
rade L. I. Brezhnev from the rostrum of the 26th Congress. “And it is a dependable 
guarantee that Soviet youth will always carry the banner of communism on high." 

The accomplishment of this important task depends largely on the collectives in 
which the young people work, learn and are reared. 


A great deal needs to be done in the system of public education. The RK [rayon com- 
mittees] of the CPSU and the public education organs must intensify their attention 
to the status of the ideological education work in the schools. They must be 

guided by the directive of the 26th CPSU Congress to the effect that the main task 
today is to step up the quality of the instruction and the labor and moral education 
of the students, to operationally strengthen the link between the instruction and 
life, and to improve the preparation of the students for socially useful labor. It 
is important that the educational work with the students not be confined to the 
limits of the school. The students, especially those of the senior classes, must 
become more actively involved in the social, political and labor life of the city. 
The CPSU RK's must take more pains to see to it that the production collectives and 
the general public participate more actively in the training of the young students 
and in their preparation for labor. 


Considerably more attention must be given to the task of improving the work of the 
vocational and technical schools [PTU], which are the most important source of re- 
plenishment of the worker class. In the current five-year plan the national economy 
of the city will receive 325,000 PTU graduates. And it is very important that every 
one of them develops good vocational habits, is imbued with a love for his chosen 
vocation, a conscientious end creative attitude toward labor, lofty ideals and 
moral qualities, and a striving to carry on the noteworthy labor traditions of the 
Muscovites. 


Accomplishing the task of more closely linking the processes of instruction and edu- 
cation is the object of the efforts of the party organizations of the higher and 
secondary educational institutions of the city. All of them have worked out and 

are constantly improving unified comprehensive plans of communist education. There 
has been widespread use of social and political student practical work, the Leninist 
lessons and teachings, the young lecturer schools, and the academic departments 
dealing with the social occupations. Firmly established are the student construc- 
tion detachments--an important form of youth labor education. 


The CPSU RK's, the party organizations, and the administrations of the higher and 
secondary educational institutions must constantly increase the personal responsi- 
bility of every teacher for the status of the ideological education activity, must 
develop the activity, and must give concrete aid to the VUZ Komsomol. The center 
of all the educational work with the student youth must be the academic group and 
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the dormitory. It is essential to be strictly guided by the objective which is the 
most important result of the instruction in the VUZ-—-the inculcation in the students 
of an integral scientific world outlook and the ability to apply his social and 
political knowledge in the practical work. 


Important factors in the spiritual development of the Soviet individual and his moral 
improvement and aesthetic education are literature and art. 


The modern stage of social development assigns new tasks to literature and art. The 
efforts of the creative collectives and their party organizations must be concen- 
trated on the task of consolidating the best of what has been achieved in the preced- 
ing years, significantly increasing the impact of literature and art on the develop- 
ment of the ideological values of our society, and upholding the Soviet way of life. It 
is essential, in the future as well, to improve the forms and methods of cooperation 
of art and labor and to see to it that this cooperation promotes expansion of the hor- 
izon of the workers of culture and stimulation of their creative and social life. 


The party organizations must in every possible way improve the ideological and poli- 
tical work among the creative intelligentsia, increase their ideological capacities, 
and direct their attention to the urgent problems of today. 


Accomplishment of the continually growing and crucial tasks of the ideological work 
requires thoroughgoing improvement of the party management of this work. 


In Comrade L. I. Brezhnev'’s report at the congress he set forth ideas which require 
a purposeful, creative search for new solutions in the organization of the ideologi- 
cal work and a restructuring of its content and forms. Also, the restructuring 
should not be understood as a kind of break-up and fundamental alteration of all 
our ideological work. It is necessary to exercise a maximum of careful regard for 
all the valuable and positive elements in the experience of the party organizations 
and to give consideration to both the new phenomena of life and the richest tradi- 
tions and experience of the party in this sphere of activity. At the same time, 
there is need for, not a semblance of restructuring, but a genuine restructuring 
which results in a qualitative escalation of the level of the ideological work and 
all its spheres and sectors. 


The ideological work is a vital and creative endeavor: the process of pursuing it 
generates a great deal of valuable and interesting experience. It is necessary to 
constantly study this experience, to carefully weigh it on the strict scales of 
practical work, and to disseminate it more widely. 


The task is to find the forms of work which yield the best results. And this means 
that it is necessary, first, to carefully check all the links in the system of 
political propaganda and agitation to see to it that none of them operates un- 
productively. Second, it is necessary to skillfully coordinate and join together 
the educational efforts of all the propaganda media and all the detachments of 
ideological workers, making maximum use of their strongest elements. Third, it is 
necessary to persistently strive to get every communist, wherever he may be, to al- 
ways look upon hinself as a party fighter and to be aware of the fact that it is 
through him that tue party pursues its unified and comprehensive approach to the ac- 
complishment of the whole job of education. 
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The pressing problems of communist construction and the shaping of the new individual 
require the establishment of a high scientific level of educational work. 


The scientists of the capital furmish a great deal of assistance to t:e city party 
organization in its ideological and political education activity and they take an 
active part in the handling and solution of Moscow's social and economic problems. 
The associates of the academic institutes are currently carrying out research on 
more than 35 and the teachers of the VUZ social science departments on 49 complex 
themes pertaining to various aspects of the economic and social development of the 
capital. However, there is still a great deal of potential in this field. 


The party raykoms must take more active measures to recruit for educational work 
the collectives of the scientific and other ideological institutions located in 
Moscow, teachers, journalists, and figures of literature and art. 


Many rayons and the labor collectives of Moscow have accumulated good experience in 
current and long-range planning of ideological work. Now being prepared is a plan 
for the economic and social development of Moscow in the 1981-1985 period; an inte- 
gral part of this plan should be the section on “Communist Education." 


The party raykoms and the primary party organizations must also prepare their own 
programs for the communist education of the workers in the 1981-1985 period and 
they must establish systematic control over fulfillment of the assigned tasks. 


The Moscow city party organization is possessed of skilled ideological personnel. 
Important political and ideolegical work is being done by tens of thousands of 
teachers, journalists, and workers of the cnltural institutions and the creative or- 
ganizations. Conducting ideological education work in Moscow on a volunteer basis 
are 115,000 propagandists, about 100,000 lecturers and reporting personnel, more 
than 300,000 agitation and political information specialists, and 40,000 members of 
various methodological soviets. This is an enormous public force, which is capable 
of fulfilling any tasks. It is essential to increase the authority and responsibil- 
ity of these groups. At the same time, we must not strive to increase the number of 
“deological aktiv at any cost; it is necessary to reinforce the existing contingent 
which has the job of working with people.

ESTONIAN MINISTER SHISHKIN DISCUSSES PROBLEMS, SOLUTIONS IN VOCATIONAL TRAINING 
Tallinn RAHVA HAAL in Estonian 21 Jul 81 p 2

[Text] The tasks of the 10th Five-Year Plan have been successfully carried out through- 
out the vocational education system of the Estonian SSR. During 1976-1980, the plan 

was fulfilled by 107.4 percent: after completion of training at vocational schools 
almost 35,000 qualified youths joined the labor force of the national economy. 


It deserves particular mention, that a restructuring of the existing vocational 
schools into secondary vocational and technical schools during the 1CGth Five-Year 
Plan gave birth to a total new system of secondary vocational education. 


Despite the present enrollment in vocational schools of almost 9,000 students per ~ 
year, the number of skilled workers still falls far short of manpower needs of the 
national economy. The solution of this problem was emphasized during the formula- 
tion of the 1lith Five-Year Plan. The training of a total of 38,00( skilled workers 
(28,870 full-time students) within the vocational education system has been estab- 
lished as a goal for 1981-1985. As compared to the 10th Five-Year Plan, the total 
number of workers trained at technical and secondary vocational schools will in- 
crease by 1.8 percent and 1.4 percent, respectively. 


The task at hand, however difficult, is quite feasible, and the building of a basic 
framework has begun. A long-term program for the construction of vocational 
schools was launched two years ago. The Central Committee of the Communist Party 
of the Estonian SSR, and the Council of Ministers of the Estonian SSR, issued a 
decree to step up the vocational training of youth in our republic. 


Six vocational school complexes, under construction today, will be operational 
during the present Five-Year Plan. Thus enrollments will increase by 4,300. In 
Tallinn, the construction of two additional secondary vocational schools is likely 
to begin soon. Concurrently, we are expanding a number of school buildings, and 
setting up dormitories and houses for teaching staff. It is of vital importance 
that the Ministry of Construction of the Estonian SSR, and the "Estonian Kolkhoz 
Building" Association strictly adhere to their vocational school construction plans. 
The ministries and central offices, responsible for work assignments, are expected 
to live up to their commitments. 
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The considerable increase in enrollments at vocational schools will result in sig- 
nificant new trends in the distribution of students within different ~~ucational 
systems. This year, 24.9 percent of graduates of the eighth grade enrusiled at sec- 
ondary vocational schools; in previous years these enrollments approximated 20 per- 
cent. Vocational school populations will steadily increase in the near future. 
This increase must be attributed to a concerted effort to influence the attitudes 
of youth and set a trend favorable to vocational education. The above problems de- 
serve the undivided attention of vocational schools and supporting economic nter- 
prises. Collaboration with the parents and coordination within the total education- 
al system must be diversified and expanded in order to introduce youth to the value 
of professional education and training in secondary vocational and technical 
schools. 


Within the framework of party and government resolutions, vocational schocls have 
made great strides in better organizing the education and moral upbringing of 
children. The technically complex construction and furnishing of classrooms has 
been completed on target at im. A. MUlUrisepp and im. A. Grivtsov secondary vocation- 
al schools, as well as at 15 technical schools and training institutions. In order 
to strengthen the material basis of education and to better organize industrial 
training, cooperation between supporting enterprises and vocational schools has in- 
tensified. The following enterprises have participated: industrial plant "Dviga- 
tel," Estonian Railroad Administration (a part of the Baltic Railroad Network), 
producer association RET, and Tallinn Residential Construction Kombinat. 


The wide range of measures employed in an attempt to improve the standard of educa- 
tion and training have resulted in a higher level of scholastic achievement and in 

advanced methods of instruction. Last year, about 20 percent of the graduates en- 

terei the labor force with better than minimum qualifications of skilled labor. 

An increasing number of vocational school graduates immediately enter higher educa- 
tional institutions; in 1980, almost 100 graduates chose the path to higher educa- 

tion. 


These accomplishments, however significant, do not justify complacency. The voca- 
tional school of today should not serve merely to educate and guide youth toward a 
highly specialized vocational future. Every available means must be employed to 
continue the moral development of youth: the shaping of character and will- 

power; the forming of ideological and moral convictions; the creation of a socially 
concerned and active person. It is necessary to help develop youth who are ready 
to uphold and build upon the traditions of work and sccial revolution of our work- 
in classes. Youth needs constant guidance to develop a strong sense of class 
consciousness, to foster socialist internationalism and soviet patriotism, and to 
prepare for a state of readiness to defend our socialist country. 


To implement the resolutions of the 26th Congress of the CPSU, we have before us 
many tasks. Since the classroom provides the primary teaching and training environ- 
ment, we must (1) emphasize the importance of the role of professional education 
versus ideological and political training in curriculum planning; (2) diversify the 
style and method of instruction, and (3) develop in students independent work 
habits. 


We must help students develop an interest toward community action, toward better 
planning of activities during vacations and off-school hours, and toward the 
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achievement of a higher standard of living. Student komsomol organizat: ons, dormi- 
tory councils, and active student leaders have devoted increasing attention and ef- 
forts to the above tasks. 


At the Plenum of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of the Estonian SSR, 
discussions were held on the most effective measures our party organizations should 
employ in monitoring and improving the work of cadres, and not deviate from guide- 
lines set by the 26th Congress of the CPSU. During these discussions, Comrade 

V. Vdino, first secretary of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of the 
Estonian SSR, stressed that "We must solve the existing problems in education by 
strictly adhering to Leninist principles, and by establishing stringent controls 
over the selection, utilization, and work progress of cadres. We will proceed with- 
in the framework of order, discipline, a\d excellent organization in every sphere, 
in every sector." 


The effective utilization of cadres within the vocational education system will be 
governed by the above principles throughout the lith Five-Year Plan. Uniform stand- 
ards of scholastic achievement and a highly competent teaching staff are a pre- 
requisite to effective and quality education, and to the development of efficient 
study habits. Each worker must be fully aware of his role and accept the responsi- 
bilities of teaching and moral training of youth. The constant improvement of 
school administration, and a leadership strongly emphasizing goal achievement, are 
the key to future success. 


In the process of training our work cadres, every school principal, every member of 
the industrial training staff, and every educator must, first and foremost, be a 
spokesman for the active implementation of party principles. 


For many years, the lack of qualified industrial training staff has been of great 
concern. We are hopeful that work collectives will alleviate the problem. The 
training of specialists for vocational school staff will begin in the near future 
at the Tallinn Pedagogical Institute im. E. Vilde. 


The steady improvement of academic and technical qualifications of our teaching 
staff remains one of our very important tasks. We will continue to combine the 
latest educational innovations, advanced teaching methods, and experience of lessons 
learned. 


Measures toward a successful resolution of the above problems of vocational educa- 
tion were discussed at the May council meeting of the State Vocational Education 
Committee of the Estonian SSR. These discussions helped to strengthen our convic- 
tion that the workers of our system will spare no effort in implementing the plans 
of the 26th Congress of the CPSU.

KIRGHIZ MINISTER REVIEWS CONSTRUCTION IN REPUBLIC 
Frunze SOVETSKA¥A KIRGIZIYA in Russian 9 Aug 81 p 3

[Text] Today, the Soviet people honor those who are creating the new 
housing, erecting the industrial and energy enterprises, laying the 
transport main lines, transforming the villages and the land in the 
non-Ghernozem 2rea, working at enterprises producing the construction 
materials and structural elements and performing their jobs in the 
planning organizations, contributing to the accomplishment of impor- 
tant economic and social tasks and making our homeland stronger. 


Capital construction in our country is one of the most important and most rapidly de- 
veloping sectors of the national economy. It occupies 3rd place in public production, 
following industry and agriculture. The scope of the sector's activity is clearly il- 
lustrated in the example of Kirghiziya. 


The derricks of tower cranes rise into the air, the rumble of vehicles and machinery 
resounds, and people with the distinctive title "builder" are at work in all, even the 
most remote areas of our republic. We built a total of more than 5 million square me- 
ters of housing during the 10th five-year period, which made it possible for almost a 
half-million people to improve their living conditions. A total of 58 new industrial 
enterprises and shops were placed into operation, new general education schools with a 
capacity of 115,000 students were built, as well as pre-school facilities with a capac- 
ity of 20,000 pupils and hospitals with a total of 3,500 beds, and a great deal of con- 
struction was carried out in the rural areas. 


Behind these figures lie projects important to the republic, such as the first unit of 
the Kurpsayskaya GES, a worsted knitting factory in the city of Tokmak, a complex for 
a milling combine in the city of Rybach’ye, a tobacco fermentation plant in the city 

of Tash-Kumyr, a large-panel housing construction plant in the village of Belovodskiy, 
feedlots for fattening cattle in Kalininskiy, Tyupskiy, Ak-Talinskiy and Uzgenskiy 
rayons, dairy complexes in Keminskiy, Panfilovskiy, Kirovskiy, Frunzenskiy and Tyupskiy 
rayons, the Issyk-Kul'skaya Poultry Farm, and others. 


The construction workers errected buildings for a circus, for the state philharmonic, 
the republic cardiology center, the Palace of Sports imeni Lenin, high-rise apartment 
buildings and the air portal to Kirghizstan--the Manas Airport. 











The 1ith five-year period has just begun, but the builders have already accomplished 
a great deal. 


Fixed capital totalling 330 million rubles was placed into use during the January-July 
period, which was 64 percent more than during the corresponding period last year, as 
well as a large quantity of housing, schools and pre-school facilities. 


Livestock facilities for around 7,000 head of cattle and almost 29,000 head of sheep, 
poultry farms for egg production with a total capacity of 125,000 hens, mechanized 
warehouses for storing mineral fertilizers and toxic chemicals were constructed and 
placed into use for agriculture. A total of 9,000 hectares of newly irrigated land 
was added to the total irrigated area, 18,000 hectares of pastureland was prepared for 
flooding irrigation, and a number of other land reclamation projects were completed. 


Builders with the "Naryngidroenergostroy” administration, who are errecting the Kur- 
payskaya GE", are in the vanguard of the socialist competition for the successful ful- 
fillment of five-year plan assignments. They placed a unit with a capacity of 200,000 
kilowatts into industrial use a year ahead of schedule, on the eve of the 26th CPSU 
Congr=ss. Comrade L.I. Brezhnev congratulated the hydroelectric construction workers 
on this remarkable victory. inspired by the heartfelt salutations, the builders of the 
Kurpayskaya GES accepted increased socialist commitments--to place another two units 

at the plant into operation this year. 


The collectives of the Frunze Housing Construction Combine, the "Narynoblsel'stroy” 
administration, the "“Oshoblmezhkolkhozstroy” association, the "Tokmakstroymaterialy” 
association and many other outstanding collectives of builders and installation workers 
are successfully fulfilling their socialist commitments. 


We must mention those who responded to the party's appeal and are working selflessly 

to accomplish the tasks involved in developing the economy of the RSFSR's non-Chernozem 
area--on the construction of the base for the "Kirgizstan” sovkhoz in Yaroslavskaya 
Oblast. Despite abnormal weather conditions--a severe winter, heavy spring and fall 
rains, impassable roads and boggy ground--the collectives with the construction train 
of "“Dzhalal-Abadsel'stroy” trust, the mobile mechanized column of the "Yuzhvodstroy” 
trust and the construction section of the Sokulukskiy DSU[LRoad Construction Administra- 
tion} under the Ministry of Motor Transport and Highways have created on the sites of 
former wasteland, not far from the ancient Russian city of Rostov Velikiy, modern, 
well-planned settlements for the sovkhoz, with large apartment buildings, a school, 
kindergartens, an out-patient clinic, well-designed roads, and so forth. 


Many collectives of enterprises under the Ministry of Construction Materials Industry 
successfully coped with the r oduction program for the first 6 months. These include 
the collective of the "Tokmal -roymaterialy"” association, which has been awarded the 
Challange Red Banner of the | .ion ministry and the trade union central committee 18 
quarters in a row. 


The results for the first 6 months of this year attest the fact that the builders have 
begun working more effectively. There has been an increase in the number of contract- 
ing orga izations fulfilling their 6-month construction and installation plans, and 
the situation with respect to the completion of projects for use and the construction 
quality have improved somewhat. 
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Nonetheless, organizations under the Ministry of Rural Construction failed to fulfill 
their construction and installation plan by 10 percent, those under the Ministry of 
Construction--by 3 percent, and the "Kirgizkolkhozstroy” association--by 1 percent. 
The main cause of the lag is the poor organization and supervision of construction and 
the scattering of workers and equipment among numerous projects. There is frequently 
a lack of precise interaction in the work of general contractors and subcontracting 
organizations, and coordinated job schedules frequently exist only on paper. The level 
of engineer preparation is low in many construction projects, progressive labor methods 
are not being satisfactorily adopted, the construction equipment is poorly utilized and 
labor discipline is still low. 


Around 6 billion rubles is being channeled into the development of our republic's econ- 
omy during the 1981-1985 period, which exceeds the figure for the 10th Five-Year Plan 
by 1 billion rubles. More than 30 large enterprises will make their appearance on the 
republic's industrial map. Construction of the Nizhniy Naryn series of hydroelectric 
power plants, among others, will be completed. They will include the Kurpayskaya, 
Tash-Kumyrskaya and Shamaldy-Sayskaya plants. We need to release for use around 6 mil- 
lion square meters of housing, many schools and kindergartens, 9 poultry farms, cattle 
complexes with a total capacity of 43,000 head, facilities for 2.5 million head of 
sheep, and many other projects. 


Everything outlined in the plan must be fulfilled on schedule and the work must be ex- 
cellent. This will be a fitting contribution by the builders to the implementation of 
the historic decisions coming out of the 26th CPSU Congress.

NEED FOR BETTER ORGANIZED KAZAKH ENVIRONMENTALISM STRESSED 
Alma-Ata SOTSIALISTIK QAZAQSTAN in Kazakh 5 Jun 81 p 4

[Text] Protection of the environment is one of today’s vital problems that has 
arisen out of the needs of the times. Resolving this problem properly is a common 
task of all the world's peoples. The reason is that this planet and its natural 
environment are common to all and protecting the environment is a common labor. 

For this reason the United Nations Organization established 5 June as International 
Environmental Protection Day in i972. 


Since that time this day has become the occasion for tallying environmental successes 
in the world. To be sure, the problems of enironmental protection and wise exploi- 
tation of natural resources are not being attended to in every country as well as 
they are in the Soviet Union. We have paid attention to these areas since the 
earliest days of the Soviet regime. We must note that protection of the natural 
environment was taken in hand by Leninist decree and written in golden letters in 
the newly approved USSR Constitution. 


The party and the government have continued to devote considerable attention to pre- 
servation of the natural environment and wise exploitation of natural resources. A 
clear expression of this are the USSR Supreme Soviet laws on conservation of all 
natural resources--land, water and forest riches, the atmosphere and the animal 
world and the 1978 CPSU CC and USSR Council of Ministers resolution "On Additional 
Measures for the Protection of Nature and Wise Exploitation of Natural Reserves.” 
Tasks in the area of preserving nature are set forth in the Basic Directions for 
Economic and Social Development of the USSR during the Years 1981-1985 and in the 
Period up until 1990" ratified by the 26th Congress of the CPSU. 


Measures to preserve the natural environment and exploit its resources wisely are 
also being carried out broadly in our republic. Kazakhstan's broad lands are 
limitless.... For this reason its natural riches are manifold. The greatest care 
and attention is taken to achieve the greatest possible protection of our region's 
natural riches. The reason is that each of these riches has great importance for 
the people's economy. 
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Thus our primary goal is avoiding pollution of all natural resources--of air and 
sources of water, water and wind erosion of the soil, salination, improper exploi- 
tation of forested areas, elimination of some plants and animals and waste of 
mineral riches. Not a little has been done in this area. Nearly 300 large settlers 
and other equipment for recovering gas ani dust have been installed in major indus- 
trial establishments in recent years to prevent atmospheric pollution. Some 15 air 
pollution control laboratories have been established in major industrial cities 
such as Chimkent, Dzhambul, Aktyubinsk, Oskemen and Temir-tau and the number of 
social control officers working in them has reached 365. Some non-ferrous and 
ferrous metalurgy industries have begun uging closed cycle water systems to avoid 
polluting water sources. Likewise, work is being done to clean up flowing waters 
in the republic. For example, stations with a capacity of cleaning 2,365,000 cubic 
meters of pond water a day have been installed in Leninogor, Oskemen, Karaganda and 
other cities. 


Coordinated and waste free exploitation of subterranean riches has a special posi- 
tion in nature conservation. Let us mention some of the successes achieved in 
this area. In the Oskemen Lead-Zinc Combine, for example, 17 of the approximately 
20 useful components found within its raw materials are recovered and nearly W 
finished products are produced from then. 


At the Balkash Mining-Metallurgy Combine 25 percent more in commercial copper value 
was recovered by coordinated exploitation of raw materials. Such profitable methods 
of coordinated exploitation of raw materials have been applied broadly in other 
industries. 


The forest riches of Kazakhstan are extremely great. These riches are spread over 
21 million hectars of forest land. Kazakh forests are divided into three groups 

in terms of their importance for the people's economy. The first group is compris- 
ed of forests planted to prevent water erosion of the soil and those with a sani- 
tizing or hygenic role. Procuring wood in such forests is completely prohibited. 
The second group is comprised of forests that have been much reduced because of 
earlier cutting. The third group is comprised of the forests of industrial signifi- 
cance in the eastern part of the republic. Each must be protected. 


We have also been devoting attention in our republic to protection of the animal 
world. The coming into force of 2 law "On the Protection and Exploitation of the 
Animal World" from 1 January of next year shows the special significance of this 
area. There are nearly 630 species of animals and birds having habitats in 
Kazakhstan. Some have industrial significance and are hunted and put to use in 
the people's economy. Special effort is being devoted in the KaSSR today to the 
protection of declining and rare animals and birds. Among them are the khulan, 
the gazelle, wild sheep and other animals. 


Protection of the animal world must be analyzed ecologically and economically. As 
has been stated, it is very important to determine how animals and birds live, 
what are suitable habitats and distributions, to set up natural reserves to pro- 
tect them and to take their usefulness to the people's economy into consideration. 
Our reserves and sanctuaries are organized to achieve this. There are around 50 
state sanctuaries and more than 30 natural sanctuaries and 6 state reserves in 

the KaSSR today. The roles of the Barsakelmes Reserve, set up to protect and 








increase khulan herds and of the Alma-Ata Reserve set up to preserve the snow 
leopard are known to the whole people. The Aqsu-Zhabaghyly and Qorghalzhyn Re- 
serves are among reserves of international significance recognized by UNESCO. 
Effort is made to preserve the entire natural environment along with the animals 
in Kazakh reserves. 


A number of state inspectorates have been established for the protection of the 
natural environment and wise exploitation of its resources. Examples are the State 
Mining Scientific and Technological Inspectorate that carries out tests to ensure 
that mineral riches are not wasted, the Regional Gas Purification Inspectorate 

that sees to it that the atmosphere is not polluted, the Kazakh Hydro-Meteorological 
and Environmental Control Administration, the Kazakh Fishing Inspectorate responsible 
for preserving fisheries resources and other organizations. All of their efforts 
are devoted to the protection of natural resources. Because of the complexity of 
effort involved in exploitation of natural riches for the good of the people with- 
out waste and in expanding resources it is necessary that the above mentioned in- 
spectorates and environmental protection offices recently organized in various 
ministries and administrations work together closely with one another. Unfortun- 
ately there are examples of administrative lack of concern. One example is the 
failure of the Fisheries Protection Inspectorate to arrest poachers hunting openly 
by a river. When the reason for this was asked the reply was "none of our concern.’ 
For this reason it is necessary that the above mentioned inspectorates and offices 
be centrally administered and that an organization be established to control then. 
We recall once again the need to organize a state committee based on the Centra’ 
Council of the Kazakh Society for the Protection of the Natural Environment. ‘S_ae- 
thing similar has been done in other union republics. 





The Kazakh Society for the Protection of the Natural Environment, organized in 1962, 
has made a notable contr‘Sution to the protection of the natural environment and 
wise use of its resources. The society has oblast, rayon end city divisions and 
numerous activists. At present the number of society members exceeds three million. 
They are taking party and governmental decisions in the environmental area and the 
instructions of Comrade L. I. Brezhnev as guidance and are actively participating 
in propagandization of successes achieved in environmentalism and leading achieve- 
ments in providing green areas for cities and in educating young people in environ- 
mentalisn. 


Nature has always demanded that its tranquility remain unspoiled, that its purity 
not be polluted and that its resources be profitably expanded and wisely exploitex. 
Achieving this makes it possible to put nature to work for man to the greatest 
degree possible. Everyone must play a role in bringing this about since the pro- 
tection of the natural environment is something common to us all.

AZERBAIJAN TRADE UNION OFFICIAL MISUSES POST

[Text] The title of a trade union leader is a responsible and honorable one: 

They are called upon by the nature of their work to stand guard over the interests 
of the state and of the workers, to put the party's policies into practice, and 

to educate the masses through their personal example. With their high sense of 
principle and conscientious attitude toward their work they have earned great 
authority and respect in labor collectives. However, unfortunately, people can 
still be met among our trade union leaders for whom the personal dominates over 
the public and who for the sake of achieving unseemly and selfish goals are 

' capable of compromising with their ownconsciences, of committing a amaral act, 

and of taking a dishonest path. 


Sh. A. Akhundov was entrusted with the office of chief of the mass cultural sect- 
ion of the Azerbaijan Council of Trade Unions. His duty in the sector which 

had been entrusted to him was to lead cultural and educational work and pro- 
mote the education of the trade union members in a spirit of high exactingness, 
of an honest and conscientious attitude toward work, and of intolerance toward 
negative phenomena. However, in practice this was not at all the case. Sh. A. 
Akhundov's life position clearly diverged from the lofty demands which was made 
upon him as a communist and a trade union leader. 


In recent years comrade Akhundov's housing conditions were greatly improved. 
However, this turned out to be too little for him. Trampling upon the principles 
and norms of our morality, he performed a number of illegal actions as a result 
of which he became the actual owner of two apartments in the center of the city 
with all of the conveniences and a total area of 115 square meters for a family 
of six people. Serious violations of the housing laws were committed with the 
help and connivance of certain workers in government and trade union agencies. 


Sh. A. Akhundov also acted in an unprincipled and rule-breaking manzer in arrang- 
ing the affairs of his children. His son was by no means distinguished by solid 
knowledge during his school years and was a mediocre student. Nevertheless, he 
was clever enough to get through a competition for admission to the juridical 
faculty of the Azerbaijan State University. His career in the organs of the 
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Ministry of Internal Affairs is also going well now. 


In violation of the regular order of things, Akhundov's daughter studied simul- 
taneously in the music school imeni A. Zeynally which provides a secondary ed- 
ucation, and in the evening shift school number 111. In additon, in the music 
school she had average grades, while she graduated from the shift school with 
excellent grades. On the basis of a fictitious document which was given to her 
in the 3rd city polyclinic, while the girl was registered in another medical 
insticution, she was released from a work assignment in Dzhebrail'skiy Rayon, and 
after that she began to study at the faculty of eastern studies of the Azerbaijan 
State University. 


On the 9th of March of this year in the cafe "Tsirk" a wedding was held for 
Akhundov's son the cost of which was put on the bill of the bride's father. Of 
course, the Akhundov husband and wife were present at this celebration, although 
they did not go to work during these days after submitting documents on their 
temporary inability to work. 


The presidium of the Azerbaijan Union of Trade Unions has examined the question of 
Sh. A. Akhundov. For improper actions, gross violations of the housing laws in 
resolving his apartment situation, and immoral acts in having his children ad- 
mitted to educational institutions Sh. A. Akhundov has been removed from his post 
as chief of the section for mass cultural work of the Azerbaijan Council of Trade 
Unions. 


A meeting of communists of the primary party organization of the apparatus of the 
Azerbaijan Council of Trade Unions has excluded Sh. A. Akhundov from the ranks 
of the CPSU. 


In the decree of the presidium of the Council of Trade Unions a special note is 
taken of the fact that Akhundov's improper actions became possible through the 
direct connivance and lack of principle of the former chairman of the Azerbaijan 
Council of Trade Unions Z. I. Guseynova and the secretary of the Azerbaijan Council 
of Trade Unions P.T. Gusev who heads the mass cultural work section. 


The materials on the violatidéns which have been discovered have been sent to the 
appropriate agencies so that measures can be taken against the guilty parties.

KIRGHIZ TRADE UNION CRITICIZED FOR LAX MONITORING OF COMRADES’ COURTS 
Frunze SOVETSKAYA KIRGIZIYA in Russian 14 Aug 81 pp 1, 3 
[Report: “Comrades’ Courts in the Struggle for Order in Production” ] 


[Text] The Kirghiz Communist Party Central Committee has reviewed 
the work of the Kirghiz republic's trade-union council to raise the 
role of comrades" courts with respect to strengthening discipline 
and stepping up the campaign against lawbreakers in the republic's 
labor collectives. 


The Kirghiz Communist Party Central Committee noted that the Kirghiz Trade-Union Coun- 
cil and its trade-union committees are doing a certain amount of work to strengthen 
labor discipline by actively involving the comrades’ courts in the process. The lat- 
ter have become established as authoritative and effective public agencies of the work- 
ers in many collectives. A total of 3,194 comrades’ courts have now been created in 
the republic’s labor collectives. During the past five-year period their performance 
was regularly discussed in the Presidium and the Secretariat of the Kirghiz Trade- 
Union Council. Greater demands are being made of blast trade-union councils and re- 
public, oblast and rayon committees with respect to supervising the work of the con- 
rades* courts. As a result, many primary trade-union organizations are devoting great- 
er attention to their work. 


At the same time, the Kirghiz Trade-Union Council and its branch committees are not 
thoroughly investigating the work of the comrades’ courts and are not performing con- 
crete organizational work. n many enterprises, institutions and organizations these 
public agencies are doing little to combat absenteeism and drunkenness and especially, 
to prevent individuals from committing petty thefts in production. The possibilities 
of the comrades’ courts are not being adequately arplied to eliminate these negative 
occurrences. For example, only 43.7 percent of those guilty of absenteeism at the 
republic's industrial, construction and transport enterprises in 1980 were censured 
in the comrades’ courts. Only 808, or 25.6 percent, of 3,153 individuals guilty of 
absenteeism at enterprises of the Ministry of Motor Transport and Highways were cen- 
sured in comrades" courts, and only 158, or 5.5 percent, of those at textile industry 
enterprises were censured. This is typical cf many labor collectives in Oshskaya, 
Narynskaya, Issyk-Kul'skuya and Talasskaya oblasts and in certain rayons and cities 
of republi- subordination. 
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The number of petty thefts is increasing in many branches(textile and light iadustry, 
agriculture, <*ne coal industry, machine-tool and tool building, public health ana the 
consumer cooperatives). The trade-union committees are not combating such thefts, how- 
ever. During the mast five-year period the campaign against the theft of socialist 
property was discussed by only four republic trade-union committees--those of state 
trade and the consumer cooperatives, medical workers, food industry, light industry 
and municipal services. The effectiveness of the campaign agzinst negligence and pil- 
ferage of the people's property is also considerably reduced ti.routh the fault of man- 
agement, which does not report all cases of petty theft, by far, to the comrades’ 
courts for review. Last year, only 73.6 percent of the total number of these infrac- 
tions were turned over to comrades’ courts, less than half of those committed at pub- 
lic health establishments, one third of those committed in motor transport and only 
one fifth of the petty thefts committed at the Electronic Computer Plant imeni 50-letiya 
SSSR. 


Factory, plant and local(shop) trade-union committees do not always exercise proper 
control over the work of the comrades’ courts, as a result of which “he latter hold 

too few court sessions at their own initiative. Nor are the republic trade-union con- 
mittees demonstrating concern about the passive -ttitude taken by the comrades’ courts 
toward various violations of the law. Instead of *_king indoctrinational steps and 
applying public presure against violators of labor discipline, the administrative bodies 
of many labor collectives try to rid themselves of the individuals involved as rapidly 
as possible, resorting to the firing of workers. The FZMK| factory, plant and local com- 
mittees | of trade unions immediately give their approval, even if the firing is not en- 
tirely legal. Individuals fired without adequate grounds are frequently returned to 
their former jobs by the people's courts. This results in enormous material loss to 

the state. 


Community action is inadequately employed to deal with lawbreakers on the basis of re- 
ports from the republic's detox and treatment centers. In 1980, as an example, t!.z 
detox and treatment centers received replies to only 66 percent of their reports sub- 
mitted to public bodies for review. All of this is due to the fact that the campaign 
against drunkenness in the labor collectives is not being conducted vigorously. These 
matters are rarely discussed at sessions of the trade-union committees or trade-union 
meetings, and they receive little attention in the large publications and wall newspa- 
pers or in plant radio programs. Nor are the comrades’ courts active in this respect. 


Trade-union organizations are not doing enough to help the comrades" courts, not ade- 
quately monitoring their performance and not providing them with essential! aids or le- 
gal reference literature. The sessions of comrades’ courts are frequently conducted 
without satisfactory preparation; they are conducted on a formal level, and the labor 
collective is not made aware of the decisions adopted in the sessions. In some cases, 
they are never implemented in general. As a result, the main task of the comrades’ 
courts, that of preventing violations of the law and acts harmful to society, is not 
fulfilled. 


People with little incentive, not equipped to perform this important public work, are 
elected as chairmen and members of the courts in some collectives. The makeup of the 
comrades’ courts frequently does not adhere to the requirement that party, trade-union, 
Komsomol and other public organizations nominate candidate members for a comrades’ 
court, and the lists of candidates are not displayed for all to see. 
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Oblast trade-union councils and republic trade-union committees are not showing real 
concern for training the chairmen and members of the comrades’ courts. During the 
past five-year period only 34 of 744 chairmen of comrades’ courts were sent by the re- 
public trade-union committee of agriculture workers to take courses conducted at the 
Kirghiz Trade-Union Council; only 43 of 282 chairmen were sen: by the republic trade- 
union committee for workers of motor transport and highways; 78 of 230 chairmen were 
sent by the trade-union committee of workers in local industry and municipal services; 
and not a single one was sent by the trade-union committee for workers of state insti- 
tutions, education, the higher school and scientific institutions. Under the 1980 plan 
the Oshskaya Oblast Trade-Union Council was to train 90 chairmen of comrades’ courts in 
special courses, while only 35 actually underwent the training. In Narynskaya Oblast 
the members of comrades’ courts received no sort of training at all. 


Legal authorities, the procurator's office and the courts are giving the comrades’ 

courts little specialized legal assistance. The republic's party committees are also 
devoting too little attention to this area of the work and are not satisfactorily di- 
recting the councils and trade-union bodies in their supervision of the comrades’ courts. 


The Kirghiz Communist Party Central Committee has brought to the attention of Comrade 
E.A. Abakirov, chairman of the Kirghiz Trade-Union Council, and the chairmen of repub- 
lic committees of branch trade unions, the unsatisfactory work being performed to 
strengthen discipline and the poor use being made of the influence which the comrades’ 
courts could exert upon the development in the workers of a real socialist, communist 
attitude toward labor, toward the people's property. 


A reprimand has been issued to Comrade A.O. Bryukhov, secretary of the Kirghiz Trade- 
Union Council, for not providing proper control over the work of trade-union organiza- 
tions with respect to the strengthening of labor and production discipline and for the 
absence of continuous and purposive work to reduce personnel turnover in the republic's 
labor collectives. 


The Kirghiz Communist Party Central Committee has charged the Kirghiz Trade-Union Coun- 
cil, in accordance with 26th CPSU Congress decisions, the decree passed by the Presid- 
ium of the USSR Supreme Soviet "On the Continued Improvement of the Work of Comrades’ 
Courts,” and the principles and conclusions set forth in Comrade L.I. Brezhnev’s speech 
at the 16th Congress of Trade Unions of the USSR, with increasing supervision over the 
comrades" courts, making effective use of the increased authority granted the factory, 
plant and local trade-union committees with respect to directing the work of the com- 
rades* courts, increasing their role in the campaign against violations of labor and 
production discipline, absenteeism, drunkenness and slipshod work, and against indivi- 
duals committing petty thefts in production. 


It has been recommended that the Kirghiz Trade-Union Council, the oblast councils and 

trade-union committees in 1981 set up a process for verifying the performance of com- 

rades’ courts at enterprises, institutions and organizations, paying special attention 
to the effectiveness of their work and to their observance of the law when considering 
cases. 


Before November of this year elections should be held for comrades’ courts at enter- 


prises, institutions and organizations in which their term of authority has elapsed, 
as well as in collectives which lack comrades’ courts but need them. Trade-union 
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organizations are to direct their efforts toward strengthening the composition of the 
comrades’ courts with workers enjoying the respect and trust of their collectives, with 
conditions conducivetotheir work. They are to involve all chairmen, secretaries and 
members of comrades" courts in the study of basic Soviet laws and the Statute on Con- 
rades" Courts. 


Factory, plant and local(shop) trade-union committees are required to help the comrades’ 
courts to prepare for and conduct sessions with broad participation by blue- and white- 
collar workers of the enterprise, organization or shop and to involve in this work men- 
ters of the factory, plant and local committees, representatives of management and work- 
ers from public legal counseling offices. They should monitor the comrades’ courts 
constantly to see that the decisions adopted by the latter are correct, using the author- 
ity granted the factory, plant and local committees by law to overturn decisions of the 
comrades’ courts which are contrary to the law or are made without properly considering 
the circumstances in the case. They are to make sure that the comrades’ courts report 

on their work at least once a year at general meetings of the labor collectives. 


It has been recommended that oblast, city, rayon, rural and settlement soviets of work- 
ers' deputies and their executive committees take steps to improve their supervision 

of the comrades* courts and to provide them with daily assistance in their work. They 
are to give special attention to making the administrative bodies of enterprises, in- 
stitutions and organizations more active with respect to submitting cases of violations 
of labor and production discipline to the comrades’ courts for consideration and to 
increasing their cooperation with the administrative bodies of enterprises, as well as 
with the preventive action councils of labor collectives, people's control groups and 
stations, volunteer people's teams and other public groups. 


The most capable, active and well-trained members of comrades’ courts must be used as 
a reserve of individuals for advancement to the courts as people's assessors, to be 
used by internal affairs agencies or enlisted for other areas of the work of adminis- 
trative bodies dealing with the prevention of violations of the law, and, when neces- 
sary, sent to the law schools of higher educational institutions. 


The Kirghiz Communist Party Central Committee pointed out to Comrade D.A. Abakirov, 
minister of justice, Comrade M.L. Demichev, republic procurator, and Comrade Z.D. 
Dzhamashev, chairman of the Supreme Court of the Kirghiz SSR, the inadequate practical 
legal assistance being given the comrades’ courts with respect to the study and proper 
application of current laws and to the organization of the work of considering cases. 


Newspapers and magazines should publish regular reports on the work of the comrades‘ 
courts, as well as articles and advice explaining the law with respect to their work. 


Party obkoms, gorkoms and raykoms and primary party organizations must do everything 
possible to increase the authority of the comrades’ courts as an important form of 
socialist democracy and public control, broadly publicize their decisions and encour- 
age blue- and white-collar workers and kolkhoz workers to become more actively in- 
volved in the discussion and resolution of vitally important issues. They must increase 
the degree of responsibility of communists elected to the comrades’ courts.

TAJIKS REVIEW PLAN FULFILLMENT FOR FIRST HALF OF 1981

[Text] The Tajik SSR Council of Ministers has examined 

the results of fulfillment of the state plan for economic 
and social development and the state budget of the republic 
for the first 6 months of 1981. 


As noted at the meeting, the workers of Tajikistan, inspired by the decisions of 
the 26th CPSU Congress, during the widespread socialist competition for increased 
efficiency and work quality, acceleration of scientific and technical progress, 
and the successful fulfillment of the assignments of the llth Five-Year Plan 
achieved definite success in economic and cultural construction. 


The volume of industrial production as compared to the first 6 months of 1980 rose 
by 8.8%, and the daily average production rose by 8.5%. The plan for realization 
of industrial products was fulfilled by 102.62, while the assignment for increase 
in labor productivity in industry was fulfilled by 102.7%. Products of the 
highest category of quality were manufactured by 109.4% on the whole for the 
industry. Manufacture of a number of new products was mastered. 


Despite the complex weather conditions, the agricultural workers successfully 
coped with the spring field work. As compared to last year, the areas sown with 
grain, vegetable and feed crops were expanded. Grain and leguminous crop as 
well as potato harvesting, and storage of raw feeds were done at higher rates. 

The population of all types of cattle and poultry rose in the kolkhozes, interfarm 
enterprises and sovkhozes. The 6-month plans were overfulfilled for state pro- 
curements of cattle and poultry, milk, eggs, wool, and the annual plan for pro- 
curements of silkworm cocoons. The republic cotton growers are working intensively 
to obtain a high cotton harvest. 


General purpose truck transportation overfulfilled the assignments for freight 
turnover and passenger turnover. 


As compared to the corresponding pericd of last year, the situation in major 
construction improved somewhat. The plans were fulfilled for completion of 
residential houses, general educational schools, children's preschool institutions, 
and for construction of hothouse kombinats. Labor productivity in construction 
was improved. On the whole, the assignment for reduction in net cost of construc- 
tion -installation work was fulfilled. 
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The population was provided with more general services than planned, especially in 
the rural locality. The plan for retail turnover of state and cooperative trade, 
including public nutrition, was fulfilled by 101.6%. 


The Tajik SSR state budget for the fiscal period was fulfilled for profits by 
109.7%. The plans for budget profits were fulfilled by all the oblasts, cities 
and rayons of republic subordination. 


At the same time, the Tajik SSR Council of Ministers noted that during fulfillment 
of the assignments of the plan for economic and social development and the 
republic budget, significant shortcomings were also allowed. The plan for reali- 
zation of industrial products was not fulfilled by the Ministry of Construction 
(96.4%) and the Ministry of Communal Services of the republic (55.7%), as well as 
the enterprises and organizations of the Leninskiy rayon (97.9%) and the city of 
Nurek (99.62%). The Ministry of Local Industry of the republic underfulfilled the 
assignment for production of goods of cultural-general purpose and household goods. 
As in previous years, the Ministry of Light Industry did not provide the market 
with enough cotton fabrics, while the Ministry of the Food Industry did not provide 
sufficient household soap and certain other products. The plan was not fulfilled 
for production of construction brick (90.7%) and precast reinforced concrete struc- 
tural parts. 


The number of production associations and enterprises who are not fulfilling the 
assignments to realize industrial products and raise labor productivity, as well 
as the commitment for supplies continues to remain high. 


The Ministry of Construction, Ministry of Agricultural Construction, Ministry of 
Trade, Ministry of Light Industry, Ministry of the Meat and Dairy Industry of the 
republic and Tajik union of consumer societies have not guaranteed fulfillment of 
the plans to introduce into production the achievements of science and technology. 
Facts of inefficient use of raw materials, materiais and overconsumption of fuel 
and energy resources have occurred at a number of enterprises. 


In the fulfiliment of the plans of state procurements of cattle, poultry and milk 
for the republic as a whole, these assignments have not been coped with by the 
farms of the Komsomolabad region, for procurements of cattle and poultry by the 
farms of the Garm region, and for procurements of milk by the farms of GBAO | expan- 
sion unknown]. 


The republic council of ministers focused special attention on the situation in 
major construction, where, despite the positive advances, lagging is still con- 
siderable and the necessary smoothness has not been attained. 


It was also noted at the meeting that a number of enterprises, ministries and de- 
partments of the republic and union subordination have not fulfilled their comnit- 
ments to the budget for payments from profit and for turnover tax. They have per- 
mitted unproductive expenditures and losses. 


The Tajik SSR Council of Ministers has obliged the leaders of the ministries and 
departments of the republic, the ispolkoms of the oblast, city and rayon soviets 

of people's deputies with regard for the discussion which took place at the meeting 
and the specific remarks and suggestions made at it, to make a deep and compre- 
hensive analysis of the work results for the first half of 1981. Guided by the 
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decisions of the 26th Party Congress, and the instructions of the General Secre- 
tary of the CPSU Central Commitee, Chairman of the Presidium of the USSR Supreme 
Soviet, Comrade L. I. Brezhnev on questions of economic development of the country, 
they are obliged to take the necessary measures to guarantee unconditional ful- 
fillment by all the production enterprises, organizations and construction sites 
of the planned assignments and socialist commitments which they adopted for the 
first year of the llth Five-Year Plan. They are obliged to focus special attention 
on strengthening the organizational work of the leaders of all areas and improve- 
ment in their personal responsibility for the results of the production activity 
of the labor collectives, and the observance of the regime of conservation and 
economy. 


The Ministry of Agriculture, Ministry of the Fruit and Vegetable Industry and 
ispolkoms of the oblast, municipal and rayon soviets of people's deputies have 
been entrusted with guaranteeing work on a high agricultural and technical level 
to care for the sowings and accumulation of the harvest of cotton, vegetables and 
other agricultural crops, as well as improvement in the organization of fattening 
and pasturing of cattle, improving the rates of work in harvesting grain, legumi- 
nous and feed crops, and highly productive use of equipment. 


The Tajik SSR Ministry of Procurements must guarantee precise operation of the 
grain reception points and the sulfur refineries, and set up control over the 
shipments of agricultural products in strict accordance with the contracts. 


The appropriate ministries and departments have been entrusted with organizing 
timely and uninterrupted reception and processing of the agricultural products 

of the 1981 harvest, while the Gossnab and Goskomsel'khoztekhnika [State Commitee 
tor Agricultural Equipment] have been entrusted with proper supply of the kol- 
khozes, sovkhozes and other agricultural enterprises and organizations with spare 
parts for machines and tractors, and fuels and lubricants. 


The republic council of ministers has obliged the Ministry of the Fruit and 
Vegetable Industry to considerably improve the organization of trade of fruit 

and vegetable products and potatoes, and has also entrusted the Ministry of Trade 
and the Tajik union of consumer societies not to permit interruptions in the trade 
of commodites of first necessity. 


The construction ministries, departments and organizations have been entrusted with 
taking active measures to improve the level of organization of construction and 
labor at the construction sites, to make more complete use of the machines and 
mechanisms, to intensify the rates of construction-installation work, for more 
complete assimilationof the allocated limits of capital investments, especially in 
construction of housing, schools, children's preschool institutions, professional 
and technical schools and public health facilities.

KIZILKUM HERDSMEN NEED SPECIAL CONSIDERATION FOR WATER PROBLEMS

[Text] /"Our republic is first in the Soviet Union in terms of 
numbers of karakul and in terms of production and sale of skins. 
We have more than 5 million karakul. It is extremely important 
economically to raise quantitative and qualitative indicators 

of this very profitable auxiliary sector. And when we tally 

the many benefits from karakul raising we must not forget 
foreign exchange and supplementary meat. It would be 

totally unacceptable not to avail ourselves of the very rich 
resources in the republic for further development of this 
sector.” 


From the speech of Comrade D. A. Kunayev, member of the 
Politburo CPSU CC and first secretary of the Kazakhstan CP CC to 
the 1981 2d Plenum of the CC CP Kazakhstan./ [in boldface] 


The northern Kizilkum is a broad area of continuous foothills well suited to pastures. 
And since the Zhanga-Darya and Quang-Darya water courses provide the basis for water- 
ing the fertile, fine lands of the Kizilkum they are the arteries of the region. 


"The Zhanga-Darya is situated some 44 kilometers from the Syr-Darya,’’ said Quanysh 
Eskhanov, head of the Zhanga-Darya Canal Authority. "It begins southeast of Kzyl- 
Orda city as small rivulets and streams such as the Qurozek, Torganggylsay, 
Qutyrgansay and Dariyalyk and ends by flowing into the Aral from the southwest." 


Quanysh Eskhanov then turned the conversation about the Zhanga-Darya and the Quang- 
Darya in another direction. He briefly discussed the early history of the area 
and contemporary problems. 


We were primarily interested in the sovkhozes established along the two water 


courses in 1964. These sovkhozes were all established from the start to raise 
karakul. 
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These sovkhozes have now been in existence some 16 years. That was not just a few 
years. Expecting to find settlements in green oases and economically well establish- 
ed sovkhozes we went to the Zhanga-Darya and Aqoyur Sovkhoz of Zhalaghash Rayon and 
Ingkar-Darya Sovkhoz of Terengozek Rayon to find out what was going on. 


Birzhan Koshtaev, director of Zhanga-Darya Sovkhoz, was an open, pleasant and frank 
man. It looked like he was concerned about something: 


",..High tension lines have just been extended to the Mortyq Section and there have 
been problems...." The whole Kizilkum area had a glow about it. The sheep were 
being sheared and the wool was laid out. The electric lamps hanging low from the 
smoke holes of felt yurts shown brightly and caught the yurt dwellers in their light. 
Billiards knocked together day and night in a small, 100 capacity club located in 
the shepherds kitchen. There is also a 40 bed guesthouse. And the kitchen is 
supplied with a bread baking oven. An air pollution research station was near con 
pletion. 


"Try a loaf of bread cooked with red saxaul seeds," said baker Tangatar Qisyqov as 
he placed two loaves of bread fresh from the oven on a newly extended table cloth 
and began to break them apart. We had just then gone through the kitchen and were 
amazed how fast the bread came out of the single oven. 


We were astonished when we saw the sheep being bathed. The sheep were being bathed 
in a small, hand-excavated water course fed by limpid water continually flowing from 
two bore wells. 


"These two bore wells were discovered by geologists," said the director. 


“And aren't there 98 pipe wells and 75 shaft wells in Zhanga-Darya Sovkhoz according 
to the oblast Water Enterprises Administration's figures?" we said. 


"Well, that's what's on paper, what our needs are. May I state that only 32 wells 
are actually operating in the sovkhoz.” 


The oblast Water Enterprises Administration has drilled 234 shaft and 693 pipe wells 
just for the sovkhoz situated along the two water courses and has spent 11,913,400 
rubles on them. Among them 63 shaft and 128 pipe wells were considered useless arid 
eliminated from totals after a 1977 survey. 


"All the remaining wells are working. It's just that the sovkhoz doesn't know how 
to use them properly,” said Comrade Sabuy Arystanbaev, chief of the oblast Water 
Enterprises Administration. "I have met the directors requests but they won't drive 
their herds to the completed wells but demand immediate excavation of a well at some 
other place of their choosing instead. They fail to take our needs into considera- 
tion. We can't just dig a well. Orders are placed two years in advance and the 
well is dug according to the order per agreement with the oblast agricultural admin- 
istration.” 


Saghitzhan Alishev, head of the Land Reclamation Section of the oblast Agricultural 
Administration came into the conversation. 
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“There's the problem. They are our ‘proprietors’ but don't understand the inner 
workings of things and we are always running up against a blank wall,” said 
Arystanbaev dryly. “And sections like that headed by Alizhev exist in every rayon 
and sovkhoz for whatever purpose. They are only too happy to make work for them- 
selves, act as representatives of the directors and collect a salary, to no good 
purpose.” 


The justice of these words we had already perceived clearly ourselves at Ingkar- 
Darya Sovkhoz. Hydro-technician Shakibek Eydauletov has a monthly salary of 168 
rubles and instead of working in his area he's always going to a meeting somewhere. 
The hydro-technicians of other sovkhozes pass the time of day in much the same 
manner. How many wells they deliver in this way is unclear. 


Near the Myngtai Section of Aqoyr Sovkhoz two (perhaps more) wells ran into one 
conduit and the water was being wasted. Since there was neither a water wheel or 
trough at the head of the well the water passed no farther. We saw water being 
wasted from many such conduits. Wasn't there "a water shortage?" It seems as if it 
had occurred to no one to keep the water on a wheel or in a cistern to water the 
livestock with. No doubt conditions were much the same in Quang-Darya, Zhangagala 
and Kizilkum Sovkhoz, which we were unable to visit. 


Everyone says the same thing: "there is no water.” But wasn’t that water flowing 
out of the conduit? It was emphasized that the whole Zhanga-Darya region was short 
of water, that everything was drying up, that as a consequence there had been a loss 
a meadows and pastures and that the grazing lands were becoming dust blowing about 
the hooves of the cattle. 


What must be done? This is what Zhanga-Darya Sovkhoz director Birzhan Koshtaev says 
in answer to that question: 


"There are numerous problems that must he solved if the number of sheep in our 
sovkhoz is to reach 45,000 during the llth Five Year-Plan. First and foremost a new 
canal must be built along the old Ingkar-Darya bed. Next the waters that are con- 
tinually pooling along the Zhanga-Darya to no good purpose must be delivered to the 
Kizilkum via the Ingkar-Darya Canal direct to the Zhanga-Darya if the peninsulas 
along both sides of the water course and the islands within it are to be utilized. 
When existing pastures have been expanded by planting wormwood, terisken and, where 
possible, cultivated grasses in the dried up, bare areas it will be very possible 

to build regular sheep raising and standard lambing points along the new canal. The 
total area of the sovkhoz, for example, is 680,230 hectares and 330,000 of that is 
in the Kizilkum. Providing cultural and domestic services to herdsmen in the desert 
is very difficult. Vehicles or whatever going back and forth are needed. Living 
conditions are quite good in rice growing sovkhozes. Services offered in rice grow- 
ing sovkhozes are not offered to sheep raising sovkhozes and since specially con- 
structed PKM [expansion unknown] have not been organized it is difficult to get 
things going. It would be wonderful if an independent Zhanga-Darya Rayon were to 

be organized to take up the sheep raising sovkhozes of the Kizilkum belonging to the 
rayons of Syr-Darya, Terengozek, Zhalaghas, Qarmaqshi and Qazaly. 
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And another vital point: if such a new rayen were organized it would be possible to 
group the four kinds of animals in terms of their natural characteristics to suit 
the terrain...." 


Tynarbay Tolegenov, director of Aqqyr Sovkhoz, stated the following: 


"It cannot be hidden, some of the sovkhozes there will end the year with a large loss. 
Why? The main reason is not pasture lands. It is difficult to say that nothing is 
being done to master the Kizilkum systematically in this area. Our sovkhoz, for 
example, ended last year with a loss of 250,000 rubles. But this doesn't mean that 

I am pointing the finger at anyone. I am just saying that no one has actually 
attempted to provide answers. I agree completely with what Comrade Koshtaev said." 


Payzrakhman Shakhanov, chief bookkeeper of Ingkar-Darya Sovkhoz said: 


"We have been unable up until the present to increase the number of sheep to 30,000 
head. We finished 1979 with a loss of 280,000 and 1980 with a loss of 320,000. If 
things continue as they are it is clear that these figures will grow. The sovkhoz 
has adequate land but few benefits come fron it. This year nature has been bounti- 
ful. The howling wind has completely swept away everything but the most deeply 
rooted plants in an instant. After the cattle lick the denuded earth we have to 
look fo. new pasture in a hurry. As a result we move to the Qarakum after 10-15 
days, no even a month.” 


Zhetpisbay Alimbetov, senior herdsman of Zhanga-Darya Sovkhoz' No 2 Farm: 


"I have been a shepherd since 1969. My work has been good and I have done well by 
plan obligations in spite of difficulty. I have raised 115-120 lambs per 100 ewe 
on the average. Our director has made no secret of his deficiencies. In my view 
our problem is cadres. Young people don't want to become herdsmen today. I don't 
know how this came about. Who is going to follow after us? This is what I am 
thinking and worrying about. If you were to do everything they want we would have 
to make the sovkhoz into a rest home. Why? 


Now they are talking about the Zhanga-Darya Canal problem....' 


In our view the words of Comrade D. A. Kunayev at the 2d Plenum of the Kazakhstan 
CPCC wrap things up: "As the 26th Party Congress demanded of us we must raise 
profitability in all agricultural sectors during the coming five year-plan. The 
primary reasons for this are that some sovkhozes and kolkhozes are not utilizing 
basic production resources economically. The struggle for economy and care has not 
been successful and there has been a great deal of waste and profitlessness giving 
rise to loss.”

AZERBAIJAN SEMINAR ON POLITICAL EDUCATION HELD 
Baku BAKINSKIY RABOCHIY in Russian 5 Aug 81 p 2 
[Article: "The Ideological Tempering of Communists") 


[Text] It was noted at the 26th Congress of the CPSU that at the stage of mature 
socialism the theoretical training and ideological tempering of communists and of 
all of the workers becomes increasingly important. A constint improvement of party 
training is an important condition for the further increase in the leading role of 
the CPSU, for the growth of the fighting spirit of party organizations, and for 
strengthening the ideological-political unity of the Soviet people and its solidar- 
ity with the party. It is this which defines the responsible tasks of party 
committees and ideological institutions in increasing the role and effectiveness 

of Marxist-Leninist education and its quality and results. These important demands 
were defined by the decree of the CC CPSU "On Further Improvement of Party 
Training in the Light of the Decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress." 


The tasks which follow from this document and the concrete measures for its im- 
plementation were discussed at a 3-day seminar-conference which was held in the 
House of Political Education of the CC CP of Azerbaijan. It was participated in 
by the workers of the oblast houses and the heads of the political education read- 
ing-rooms of the party gorkoms and raykoms, by the secretaries and chiefs of the 
propaganda sections of the party raykoms of the city of Baku, and by the deputy 
secretaries of the party organizations of large industrial enterprises and 
scientific institutions. 


The decree of the party's Central Committee "On a Further Improvement of Party 
Training in the Light of the Decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress," it was noted 
at the seminar-conference, envisaged a serious reorganization of the network of 
party education and of the structure of party training and defined the chief dir- 
ections for improving propaganda work. This imyortant document orients communists 
and party workers toward a sharp improvement of the quality of Marxist-Leninist 
education and of the effectiveness of the system of party educational training. 
It has the task of promoting a profound and integrated study by communists of the 
component parts of Marxism-Leninism, of the works of Marx, Engels, and Lenin, the 
heroic history of the CPSU, the documents of its congresses, and of the works of 
comrade L.I. Brezhnev and of other party and government leaders. 
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A highly important task of party training is to arm communists with a knowledge of 
revolutionary theory and of the domestic and foreign policies of the CPSU, to help 
them to understand the present and to see the future and to bring the future 
closer with their conscious creative labor, and to cultivate in people an aspir- 
ation to live, work, and struggle in a Leninist and communist manner. The ideol- 
ogical-theoretical level of party training has to correspond to the contemporary 
level of the development of the social sciences and of the education and political 
experience of communists. 


The republic's system of party training, it was pointed out at the seminar, must 
also make a deep study of the materials of the 30th Congress of the Communist 
Party of Azerbaijan which generalized the ex-erience of the republic party or- 
ganization in the 1970's and mapped out new irontiers for our communists and for 


all of our workers. 


Improve the Structure of Party Education 


The decree of the CC CPSU, it was emphasized at the seminar, defined the tasks in 
improving the quality and results of the Marxist-Leninist education of communists. 
In the light of this document the CC CP of Azerbaijan has adopted a corresponding 
decree in which concrete measures for improving party training have been 
worked out. 


The decree of the CC CPSU has established a new structure for the system of party 
training and has defined its basic tasks, subjects and directions. The report 
which was delivered at the seminar by the deputy chief of the House of Political 
Education of the CC CP of Azerbaijan A.V. Bogoudinov treated the concrete pro- 
blems of improving the organizational structure of party training. Henceforth, it 
will no longer be organized according to the unit principle which is connected with 
a@ greater general educational level for the members of the CPSU. The system of 
party education will contain schools for young communists, of the principles of 
Marxism-Leninism and of scientific communism, and for the managerial party aktiv, 
theoretical and methodological seminars for the scientific and artistic intelli- 
gentsia, and universities of Marxism-Leninism. The task is being set here of not 
being excited about an increase in the number of students in the system of party 
educational training, but of resolutely turning matters toward an improvement of 
quality and a strengthening of the connection with life and the practice of 
communist construction. It is very important to absolutely ©>serve the principle 
of voluntariness in the choice of the form of party training and of the succession 
and sequence of Marxist-Leninist education. 


In the forthcomingschool year more than 1.5 million people will be studying the the- 
ory, politics, and practice of the construction of communism in the republic's 
system of party and economic education. And this, according to the words of comrade 
L.I. Brezhnev, is a great amount of strenuous work, noble work which enriches a 
person and raises him to an understanding of the great tasks of the construction of 
communism, and make him a conscious participant in the world revolutionary process. 
A large role in this matter belongs to the political education houses and reading- 


rooms which must in the light of the demandsof the decree of the CC CPSU accomp- 
lish responsible tasks. 








Under the leadership of the party committees the houses and reading-rooms will 
have to do a great deal to prepare and organize the educational process. The 
question of how to organize work in the light of the new and increased tasks and 
of how to make it more effective was the subject of a practical and well-moti- 
vated discussion at the seminar-conference. This work has to be begun, without 
losing time, right now. special attention should be devoted to the selection, 
training, and thoragh and timely informing of propagandiatts leaders of party- 
managerial 2ktiv schools and of methodological and propaganda seminars, and of 
teachers in the universities of Marxism-Leninism and to a creative search for new 
forms of work with them. 


A special task will have to be accomplished by our public education agencies in 
improving the organization of the party education of teaching cadres which is one 
of the basic elements of their Marxist-Leninist education. Beginning with this 
school year teachers will work according to the syllabi and curriculums of the 
school of scientific communism. A report by the Deputy Minister of Education of 
the Azerbaijan SSR A.P. Efendiyev was devoted to this question. The political ed- 
ucation houses and reading-rooms are called upon to provide assistance in the or- 
ganization of Marxist-Lenigmist education in the system of the Ministry of Educat- 
ion. 


At the practical work sessions which were held by sections the participants in the 
seminar received from their curator-consultants from the republic House of Politi- 
cal Education concrete recommendations on reorganizing the instructional process. 
In August the political education houses and reading-rooms have to decide upon the 
organizational questions connected with staffing the system of party training. 

In September it will be necessary to concentrate efforts on the training of pro- 
pagandists for the new school year, to hold seminars with them, and to supply them 
with the necessary methodological materials and literature. The reading-rooms 
have to provide assistance to party organizations in preparing for the new school 
year and see to it that everywhere there is concrete organizational and explan- 
atory work and discussions with communists in order to take fuller account of 
their general educational level and spiritual requirements. 


At the same time, at the practical sessions quite a few examples were cited of 
formalism and dogmatism in party education, and there was a discussion of the fact 
that poor account is still being taken of the increase in the general educational and 
political level of communists, of their level of information, and of their needs 
and professicnal interests. Frequently, instead of a deep analysis of vital 
questions and important problems which are of concern to the students, they are 
served up a mechanical repetition of known truths. 


The participants in the seminar-conference also defined the tasks of the political 
education houses and reading-rooms in providing assistance to the system of econ- 
omic education. 
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The discussion on the preparations for the forthcoming school year was supported 
by a lecture by Doctor of Historical Sciences Professor M.A. Kaziyev, “The In- 
destructible Unity of the Party and People--The Source of the Might and Power of 
our Society." The first class work in all of the forms of party training will be 
devoted to a study of this topic, and it was especially emphasized in the lecture 
that the topic is a logical continuation of the topics "Our Leninist Party--The 
Mind, Honor, and Conscience of Our Epoch” and “The Party--The Vanguard of the 
Soviet People” which were studied during the last academic year by the entire 
system of party education. The new topic which is interconnected with the previous 
ones presupposes an understanding by communists of their role as the vanguard of 
society. 


A lecture was also read on the international situation by the temporary lecturer 
in the propaganda and agitation section of the CC CP of Azerbaijan N.V Samochetov. 


The seminar participants acquainted themselves with an exhibition of materials 
which illuminate the experience of the Zakatal'skiy raykom of the party in organ- 
izing Marxist-Leninist education. A documentary film "At the 26th CPSU Congress” 
was shown. 


Unity of Word and Deed 


One of the practical sessions was devoted to providing information about the work 
experience of the political education reading-room in Leninskiy Rayon. The 
secretary of the Leninskiy raykom N.M. Aliyeva described how the rayon party or- 
ganization propagandizes among the students in the party education system re- 
volutionary and labor traditions and the successes of the workers of the rayon, 
which helps to raise the qualitative level of party studies and increases effect- 
iveness and to achieve high results in labor. 


In the reading-room at the party raykom the seminar participants became acquaint- 
ed with the valuable initiativeof the party aktiv of the "Bakinskiy Rabochiy” 
Machine Building Plant--"ideological Support for the Patriotic Initiative of the 
Workers of Leninskiy Rayon of the City of Baku: ‘The Five-Year Plan in Four 
Years!'" An ideological center has been created at the enterprise which provides 
the propaganda cadres with diverse materials, including current information about 
plant life and about the work results of every shift in the shops. And this, 

in its turn, has enriched the work of the propagandistsof the party education 
system with concrete content, has made it possible to bring this work closer to 
the needs and tasks of production, and is helping to increase the effectiveness 
of socialist competition. 


In describing this the chief of the plant's machinery repair sector, a propa- 
gandist in the scientific communism course, S.G. Sadykhov said: In our work we are 
guided by the instructions of comrade L.I. Brezhnev to the effect that the most 
important issue in party education is its effectiveness and that party policy has 
to merge with the activities of themasses so that party education teaches people, 
using V.I. Lenin's words, “to act in such a way as communism actually requires."

The Propagandist--The Chief Figure 


Comrade L.I. Brezhnev has called the propagandist the chief figure in the system 
of party training. It is he, Leonid Il*ich said from the rostrum of the 26th CPSU 
Congress, who to a large extent determines what our seminars, political schools, 
and universities will be like: will they be a place which is frequently dominated 
by boredom and where people only "wait out" their assigned hours, or, on the con- 
trary, will they become everywhere genuine centers of living party thought and 
speech. Citing these words, it was noted at the seminar that the work of the best 
propagandist in the republic's system of party education is not limited to explan- 
atory work, but is aimed at providing ideological support for the patriotic init- 
iatives of labor collectives and for the struggle for an advance fulfillment of the 
1981 plans and of the assignments of the llth Five-Year Plan.

The political education 
reading-rooms have to look upon the quality of the training of propagandists as the 
central element in improving party training. 


The decree of CC CPSU points to the necessity for persistently developing active 
forms of the studies and public political practice of students and for introducing 
political self-education in a planned manner. The ability of the propagandist and 
Students to work with political literature plays a large role in all of these forms.

BEAUTY OF ESIL RIVER MUST BE RESTORED

[Text] When Asanqayghy saw the thick forests and profuse waters of the Esil river 
as he paused on its banks long ago he said: "This is a very fortunate place, a 
good dand."" To be sure the Esil was thickly forested. The people say that even 
when the Kazakhs were fleeing Dzungar invaders they were able to move there from 
the Karatau Mountains and find refuge. 


I grew up along the Esil and worked there for many years. It would not be exagger- 
ating to say that I was in close daily contact with the natural riches of the Esiil 
during difficult years of our national existence (1930-1933 , 1941-1945). There 
are thick forests five kilometers wide along the Esil between Aqmola and Qyzylzhar. 
The maple, poplar and birch trees that rise to the skies, the junipers stretching 
up to the cliffs and the various fruit trees give the terrain a beauty of its own. 
People lived in thickets of reeds, hawthorn, cherry trees and berry bushes. 


The fish of the Esil river ard the birds in the forests were our own natural riches. 
Rich grasslands stretched on both sides of the Esil. As much as 30 centners of hay 
has, on occasion, been collected from them per hectare. The lands there have been 
much used as pastures. "Land--the mother, cattle--the children.” This proverb is 
expressive of conditions along the Esil. 


The Esil of today cannot be compared with the Esil of former times. The wooded 
areas have been stripped, grass has become sparse and the earth has become bare. 
There are various reasons for this. One is that Tselinogradskaya, Kokchetavskaya, 
Turgayskaya and Severo-Kazakhstanskaya Oblast construction organizations have 
established and exploited stone and sand quarries wherever they have liked along 
the river. And to get to the quarries roads are needed and they have teen built 
by cutting down and destroying trees that are centuries old. Today there is a lot 
going on in the area which is crisscrossed with roads. As a result the beauty of 
the Esil has been spoiled year by year. 


Secondly, collection of twigs and tree leaves to make up for deficiencies in hay 
procurement of enterprises has been widely practiced. Thousands of people go out 
to collect leaves along the river during June and July. This has had its influence 
upon the denuding of the Esil. Collection of leaves is necessary to expand fodder 
resources. However, this should not be carried out as a yearly campaign and re- 
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sources should be sought elsewhere. Tens of small rivers and streams join the Esil. 
Recently the sources for these tributaries have dried up and the flow of the Esil 
is diminishing. 


Much thought must be devoted to protecting the Esil and its natural environment. 
Let me share a few of my own thoughts in this area. I mentioned above the stone 
and sand quarries that are having an adverse impact upon the environment of the 
Esil. If such quarries must be opened they should be organized in an agreed upon 
spot only. To restore Esil forests new trees must be planted and cared for. Local 
units under the KaSSR Ministry of Forestry should take charge here. The sources of 
the small rivers and streams feeding the Esil should be cleared and the water flow 
restored. As the forests are restored a temporary prohibition should be imposed 
upon collection of leaves or building materials there. "The beauty of a river is 
in its willows, of a steppe in its ravines." Thus a proverb. Party and soviet 
organs and economic collectives must think carefully about the fate of the Esil 
river and its natural environment. The Central Council of the Kazakh Society for 
the Protection of the Natural Environment must see to it that this is done. To be 
sure, if the area along the Esil is thickly forested and beautiful it will become 

a chosen spot for workers’ vacations. If the area is used productively this will 
have great significance for the people's economy. ~

TURKMEN RADIO WEAK IN PROMOTING ATHEISTIC EDUCATION

[Text] Significant achievements have been gained in giving a scientific-atheistic 
education to workers in our republic. Most workers have rejected religious thought 
and have become true atheists. But there are some religious believers and follow- 
ers of religious traditions within the population. Religious remnants and tradi- 
tions are preserved in the minds and lives of a visible group of people. 


Religious belief and following religious traditions does not go away from peoples’ 
minds by themselves. Poor conduct of atheistic propaganda is one of the basic rea- 
sons for the preservation and survival of religion and its harmful traditions. For 
this reason atheistic propaganda must be strengthened. In giving an atheistic edu- 
cation to the workers all means must be used. 


My purpose in this article is to discuss the conduct of atheistic propaganda on 
Turkmen radio. I am familiar with the conduct of atheistic propaganda on the Propa- 
ganda Desk and Children and Youth Desk of Turkmen radio from 1980 to March 1981. 


On the desks the conduct of atheistic propaganda is not insignificant. The Propa- 
gand~ Desk gives programs once a month on the “Azatgul" radio journal, and the 
Children and Youth Desk gives talks in Turkmen twice a week and in Russian once a 
week devoted to the atheism theme on the “Bakhar" radio stations, as well as talks, 
reportages, speeches of different people on implanting new traditions and the strug- 
gle against the bride price. Aside from this, the propaganda desk gives major talks 
such as "Atheistic Education in the Family," "The Scientific Basis of Communist Edu- 
cation,” "On the Influence of Atheistic Education," "V. I. Lenin on Atheistic Educa- 
tion" and “Implanting New Traditions.” The Children and Youti Desk has organized 
special programming on the bride price. Prominent women, writers and poets, such as 
USSR Peoples Artist Sona Myradova and TSSR Peoples Writer Tovshan Esenova, have 
spoken. In Ogulkhally Ataeva's talk, "A Component Part of Ideological Work," she 
spoke about using various forms of the conduct of atheistic propaganda in the rayon. 
She stressed political days, talks on round tables, scientific-practical conferences, 
family evenings, meetings of senior citizens, and meetings of women for "getting rid 
of the bride price." 
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On the Propaganda and Children and Youth Desks work is conducted on implanting new 
traditions, on the struggle against harmful remnants of the past and strengthening 


atheistic propaganda. 


Despite successes gained in this area, there is still much work to be done. In our 
republic there are a number of “holy” places. Religious believers make pilgrimages 
to those places and practice religious traditions. There are a number of transients 
in those areas called Ishans, sheikhs and Mujavurs (religious guardians). 


They collect the means for their own personal profit and propagandize religious 
thought and traditions. There is every possibility to expose those who, for their 
personal profit, frequent graveyards with tombs in the arabic script and the para- 
sites who, under the veil of religion, line their pockets, and to give programs on 
what they are doing. But in the course of an entire year not one such program was 
given on Turkmen radio. 


Some of the programs about atheistic propaganda on the radio are dry and devoid of 
content and facts. For example, a program was broadcast on 15 September 1980 called 
“Let us Educate from Childhood." In the fifteen-minute program only one fact about 
the No 18 middle school of Gyzylarbat rayon was demonstrated. The author of the 
program, Begmyrad Geldiev, a senior scientific worker at the Scientific-Research In- 
stitute for Pedagogical Sciences, wrote: “Despite the very limited possibility of 
the emergency and revival of religious traditions during the present period of the 
development of socialist construction, religious functionaries and pseudo-mullahs 
continue to exert their influence on children whose minds are not yet formed and even 
on some adults." What was stated here should have been established through facts; 
alone, it is not a fact, it is a handful of water. 


Authors writing and speaking about the atheistic theme are quite limited in number. 
Other than the teachers at the M. Gor'kiy Turkmen State University, M. Shukurov, A. 
Keshikov, D. I. Karli and Dr Phil Sci N. Kulyev, there is no one writing and speak- 
ing on this theme. Not even one of the local correspondents of the radio broaches 

the subject of atheism. 


If teachers of astronomy, physics, chemistry and biology, deputies for mass-cultural 
work of kolkhoz chairmen, and workers occupied with ideological work for the party, 
komsomol, obkoms, raykews and gorkoms often spoke about atheistic education and if 
they analyzed the direction of atheistic education, its achievements and shortcomings 
in their speeches, it would be to the point. But such speeches are rare on Turkmen 
radio. 


Another thing which should be revealed is the very limited geographical coverage of 
programs on scientific atheism. Last year only Oguljan Agabaeva, Deputy Chairman 

of the Oktyabr rayon Peoples Deputies Soviet ispolkom and Chairman of the soviet for 
implanting new traditions in the rayon, spoke about implanting new socialist tradi- 
tions and strengthening the struggle against harmful remnants of the past; in Jam- 
ary of this year Shykhmyrat Armydov, First Secretary of the party's Gyzylatrek ray- 
kom, spoke on “the influence of atheistic propaganda." The absence of lectures and 
talks on this theme in rayons like Asanguly, Garrygala, Charshangngy, Khojambaz, 
Darganata and Koneurgench is a disturbing fact. 
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The dramatized propaganda programs and the Children and Youth Desk of Turkmen radio 
should maintain close cooperation with philosophers, atheists, teachers of astron- 
omy, physics, chemistry and biology, and the kolkhoz chairmen's deputies for mass- 
cultural work; thus, they would be able to do influential, relevant atheistic propd- 
ganda. But they do not give special attention to this question. 


In the materials of the 22nd Congress of the Turkmen Communist Party it says: “"Cer- 
tain primary party organizations and party raykoms are only weakly occupied with 
questions of atheistic education. In “sainted" areas lying mullahs and ishans who 

go around as “sheikhs”" make use of this situation by spreading lies among the popu- 
lation about the "sanctity" of certain graveyards and ancient monuments for their 
personal gain and utility, by receiving pilgrims and occupying themselves with “heal- 
ing" the sick, from which they materially profit. For this reason atheistic propa- 
ganda must be strengthened." 


Taking direction from these data, the atheistic propaganda of the workers at Turkmen 
radio must be especially strengthened. Special attention should be given to the 
thematic approach and quality and geographical coverage of these programs and talks. 
Acti-e support for the authors, and drawing in more authors to this question also has 
special importance.

STRATEGY TO COUNTERACT UPSURGE OF ISLAM

[Text] Great success has been achieved in educating the workers in scientific 
atheism in our republic. The majority of the population has turned away from re- 
ligion to become believing atheists. But there are still religious believers. It 
would be false to close our eyes to the survival capacity of the religious world- 
view and the activity of churches, mosques and wandering mullahs. For a variety of 
reasons religious remnants and harmful traditions persist in the mentality and way 
of life of a visible segment of the Soviet population. The reasons for this are the 
following: 


First, as a result of the process of building socialism, the rapid pace of productive 
forces and the basic changes in society's economic base, the spiritual life of our 
republic has fundamentally changed. Communist ideology rules in our country. The 
unique Marxist-Leninist world-view forms its basis. A great cultural revolution has 
taken place among us; socialist society has become the most literate society on the 
face of the earth. Since the October revolution, however, there has not been enough 
time to destroy religious remnants. 


Second, some religious believers are unable to break with religious celebrations and 
harmful traditions and conceal this by saying, “This is our Islamic law," "It is 
accepted that this is the way it must be," "But there is a law and a tradition,” 
"This is the tradition of our ancestors” or “This was not invented by us, and will 
not go away with us." 


Third, as socialist research has established, the survival of religious remnants is 
perceptible among those with a low level of knowledge. Thus, one must raise the 
level of knowledge of these people as an important condition in perfecting the 
scientific-atheistic conception. 


Fourth, there are four registered mosques on the territory of our republic and a 
number of “holy" places. Quite a few religious believers go to these places and 
those calling themselves ishan, imam and sheikh perform all kinds of religious cere- 
monies, collect means for their own personal profit and propagate religious 
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conceptions and harmful traditions. Harmful remnants of the past such as the bride 
price, and marriage of underaged girls and polygamy continue into the present as a 
consequence of the activity of Muslim clergy. 


One of the basic reasons for the survival of religion lies in the occasionally weak 
conduct of scientific-atheistic propaganda. Many workers in factories, kolkhozes 
and offices are not continually surrounded by atheistic influences. In some rayons 
political-educational work is conducted at a low level. There are basic shortcomings 
in the education of youth. Atheistic work is conducted poorly among women. Since 
remnants of the past are viewed with a feudal eye, only a weak struggle is conducted 
against them. For these reasons, we must especially strengthen the work of educat- 
ing the workers in our republic in the scientific-atheistic spirit. 


The religious world-view will not go away by itself. Scientific ideology is not in- 
born. It is implanted in men's minds by the work of the Communist Party in educat- 
ing the workers in the spirit of communism. This work fundamentally takes place in 
the process of conceiving and actively rebuilding the socio-economic and cultural 
life of the workers. Thus, the struggle against the religious mentality among a 
certain group of people must be conducted as a component part of the general strug- 
gle to build a communist society of workers. Atheistic propaganda must not only be 
conducted among religious believers but among all the workers. It will help the 
workers to struggle to carry out the basic duties of the party and to form a scien- 
tific world-view, communist morality and the ideals of communism. 


Marxist-Leninist philosophy gives a scientific system for man's education. In hav- 
ing changed the old world and the new, the philosophy shows that it can successfully 
and quickly achieve the necessary result of reeducating millions of people. K. Marx 
wrote that “the more the proletariat perceives philosophy as its own material weapon, 
the more the proletariat will see philosophy as its spiritual weapon.” 


Under the leadership of the Communist Party our country has turned into a socialist 
State and has attained unprecedented heights in the development of science and tech- 
nology. In our republic the peoples’ intelligentsia, which advances Soviet science, 
technology and culture, has grown and developed. 


As the pace of scientific work quickens and attainments become greater, the influence 
of the sermonizing and proselytization of religion will weaken. For this reason, 
thinking consistently about the social content of religion and the role it plays in 
the history of peoples in an important duty. Thus, one must make use of all forms of 
the conduct of scientific-atheistic propaganda. As shown by V. I. Lenin, one must 
give every kind of material to the masses for atheistic propaganda. Starting from 
the inviolable principles of freedom of conscience and religious feelings, one must 
sit down and talk face-to-face with religious believers at feasts and funerals. 

V. I. Lemin demanded that we struggle by using anti-religious ideas, our press and 
our words. He demanded that we struggle by using talks, books, films, theater and 
lectures against religion and religious deception. If every Soviet man joined his 
knowledge and culture with his family life, he could be freed from the harmful re- 
ligious remnants and traditions of the past and be able to fight against then.

Science teaches man the objective laws of nature and society and exerts great in- 
fluence on the growth of man's thought and the development of his civilization. 
Astronomy, chemistry and biology play an especially major role in giving students 
an atheistic education. Putting extracurricular work on the correct road is in- 
portant. One must use methods such as having individual t.lks with students who are 
religious believers or who follow religious traditions, and drawing them into 
physics, chemistry, biology, history, literature, young naturalist and atheist 
clubs. 


Komsomol organizations must strengthen atheistic education among youth. In some 
Komsomol organizations atheistic propaganda is given a low priority. Consequently, 
some boys and girls fall into the spiderweb of religious ideology. They begin to 
practice religious traditions and customs. 


Schools giving a general education have to play a major role in indoctrinating the 
developing young generation with the materialistic world-view and with international 
friendship. There are many examples of positive work conducted in educating stu- 
dents atheistically and internationally in schools in our republic. In many of 

them there are atheistic corners and international friendship clubs which conduct 
atheistic and internationalistic work. In conducting the complex and interdependent 
atheistic and internationalistic education, it would help to improve work in board- 
ing schools and prcefessional-technical institutions. Those studying in these not 
only receive scientific knowledge, but also become acquainted with the cultural 
heritage of our country and that of world peoples. Boarding schools, professional- 
technical institutes and kindergartens help to inculcate feelings of collectivism, 
patriotism and atheism and to defeat conservatism, indifferentism and harmful 
remnants of the past in the minds of some of the students. 


The press plays a major role in giving the workers a communist education. News- 
papers and magazines published in our republic reveal the unscientific content of 
Islam, the reactionary nature of its holidays and traditions and the harmful work of 
the Muslim clergy. These articles expose the harmful remnants of the past in the 
mind and life of certain people and reveal the facts; they help in strengthening 
scientific-atheistic propaganda among the population. 


Radio and television's propaganda role against religion and religious traditions is 
also significant. But they do not make use of all possibilities. A form of 
atheistic propaganda such as holding individual talks with religious believers is 
not fully exploited. Lately, there has been some progress. Our atheistic propa- 
gandists have begun to hold individual talks with workers from factories, kolkhozes 
and offices who are religious believers. This also gives positive results. 


Having driven religious celebrations, reactionary traditions, customs and laws from 
the peoples’ minds and lives, revolutionary, progressive and labor traditions which 
have entered the life of Soviet men must serve as an effective means of building 
socialiam and communism. In this context, contemporary traditions such as produc- 
tion feasts, youths entering the Soviet Army, the receipt of a pension by senior 
citizens and komsumol celebrations have a special importance. Because of their vast 
educational importance, they establish the laws of a higher morality and of the 
moral codex of building communism, and teach order and organization in life and 
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production. Holding komsomol celebrations, which precludes interference of religion 
or clergy, is especially important. 


The process of conquering the religious pattern of thought is complex, long and--et 
any given time-—-contradictory. Despite this, with the passing of time, everyone 
will be an atheist. 


It is clear that the religious mode of thought will not go away by itself. It will 
be conquered on the basis of directed and organized work on an appropriate and daily 
basis by party, soviet, profsoyuz, komsomol and similar groups as a result of vast 
socio-economic changes to the extent that these are effected by the Soviet people. 


The 22nd Congress of the Turkmen CP demanded a substantial improvement in ideologi- 
cal political education work: raising its results and perfecting its forms, methods 
and means of influencing the broad masses of workers by party committees and organ- 
izations. Forming a Marxist-Leninist world-view among the workers, raising their 
political thought, adopting an active life stance and educating citizens in the 
spirit of communist morality, Soviet patriotism, proletarian internationalism and 
teaching the implacability of bourgeois ideology must be at the center of this 

work. To do this work successfully there is a special role for political informa- 
tion, agitation, propaganda lectures, the press, television, radio, the creative 
unions, cultural and art administrations. 


One must be directed by the duties set forth in the decree of the CPSU Central Com- 
mittee "On the Further Improvement of Ideology and Political Education” regarding 


conducting atheistic education. As noted in the report of the CC CPSU to the 26th 
Party Congress, this decree is a do ament which will be effective for a long time.

LEGALIST EXAMINES RELIGIOUS REMNANTS, ALCOHOLISM 


[Editorial Report] Ashkhabad MUGALLYMLAR GAZETI in Turkmen 7 Jun 1981 carries on 
page 2 a 1300 word report by Kh. Amanos. Chairman of the Scientific-Methodological 
Council for the Study of Law, Turkmenistan SSR Ministry of Higher and Middle Educa- 
tion on “giving a strong foundation to the most positive national traditions” and 
“Eliminating harmful remnants of the past." He notes that "the resolution of these 
questions is inextricably linked to the struggle against crimes committed by those 
mot yet of legal age in the national regions.” In some of these crimes “there are 
traces of the negative, harmful influences of local traditions and customs” due to 
"the influence of a regional legitimacy permitting the influence of these tradi- 
tions and customs." Concentrating on Central Asia, he comments on the “harmful tra- 
ditions which are a legacy of a feudal society in the Turkmen SSR such as ‘paying the 
bride price’ and ‘kaytarma’ ( returning the wife to her parents after 1 mo of mar- 
riage).” In this type of crime “the criminal influence of the dogma of the Muslim 
religion which views women with contempt and preaches the necessity of their blind 
obedience to men is clear." “Alcoholism has an independent influence on crimes con- 
mitted by the youth of the Turkmen SSR." Amanov notes that these crimes are in- 
creasing and that “it is possible to deter the process wherein the youth socialize 
by drinking vodka." Parental obligations to their children and society are being 
legally strengthened in the USSR Constitution. Amanov says that “the role of the 
school is preventing legal abuses by those who are not yet mature is being increas- 
ed." The essential problem is that there is insufficient control over the free time 
of school-aged children.
